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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
SAN  FRANCISCO  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT 


1.1.0  DEFINITIONS 

1.1.1  Unless  otherwise  expressly  stated,  the  following 
terms  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations,  have  the  meaning  Indicated. 

1.1.2  "Aircraft"  shall  mean  any  and  all  contrivances  now 
known  or  hereafter  designed,  Invented,  or  used  for 
navigation  of  or  flight  In  the  air. 

1.1.3  "Airport"  means  all  land  and  Improvements  located 
within  the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  San  Mateo  County, 
California,  exclusive  of  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Air 
Station. 

1.1.4  "Air  Operations  Area"  shall  mean  that  portion  of  the 
Airport  designated  and  used  for  landing,  taking  off. 
or  surface  maneuvering  of  aircraft. 

1.1.5  "Bus"  shall  mean  a  motor  vehicle  having  a  seating 
capacity  of  twenty  or  more  passengers,  which 
operates  over  a  fixed  route  or  on  a  charter  basis 
and  has  valid  operating  authority  from  the  State  of 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

1.1.6  "City-  shall  mean  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

1.1.7  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  Airports  Commission  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

1.1.8  "Courtesy  Vehicle"  shall  mean  those  vehicles  which 
are  used  In  the  business  operation  of  any  hotel, 
motel,  parking  lot  or  auto  rental  office  solely  to 
transport  customers  between  points  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  and  such  hotel,  motel,  parking 
lot  or  automobile  rental  office  located  on  or  off 
Airport  property. 

1.1.9  "Director"  shall  mean  the  Director  of  Airports  for 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  his  duly 
authorized  representative. 

1.1.10  "Fuel  storage  area"  shall  mean  those  portions  of  the 
Airport  designated  by  the  Airports  Commission  as 
areas  In  which  gasoline  or  any  other  type  of  fuel 
may  be  stored,  Including,  but  not  limited  to 
gasoline  tank  farms  and  bulkheads,  piers  or  wharves 
at  which  fuel  Is  loaded. 
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1.1.11  "Landing  Area"  shall  mean  those  portions  of  the 
Airport,  Including  runways  and  taxiways,  designated 
and  made  available  for  the  landing,  taking  off,  and 
taxiing  of  aircraft  and  shall  Include  other  areas 
between  and  adjacent  to  said  runways  and  taxi  ways. 

1.1.12  "Limousine"  shall  mean  a  chauffeur-operated 
luxury-type  motor  vehicle,  available  for  charter, 
having  a  seating  capacity  of  not  less  than  four 
passengers  nor  more  than  nine  passengers,  excluding 
the  driver,  and  which  requires  a  Charter  Party 
Permit  from  the  State  of  California  Public  Utilities 
Commi  sslon. 


1.1.12.1       "On-Demand  Operator"  shall  mean  a  person  providing 
transportation  services  pursuant  to  a  Passenger 
Stage  Certificate  Issued  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  on  a  prearranged  basis  and  not 
on  a  schedule  nor  a  fixed  route. 


1.1.13  "Passenger  Ramp  Area"  shall  mean  those  portions  of 
the  Airport  designated  for  the  ground  level  loading 
of  passengers  to  and  from  aircraft. 

1.1.14  "Permit"  shall  mean  a  written  authorization  Issued 
by  the  Director  of  Airports  which  authorizes 
specific  activity  or  occupancy  of  space  within  the 
Ai  rport. 

1.1.15  "Person"  shall  mean  any  individual,  firm, 
co-partnership,  corporation,  company,  association, 
joint  stock  association,  or  political  body,  and 
includes  any  trustee,  receiver,  assignee,  or 
representative  thereof. 

1.1.16  "Roadway"  shall  mean  that  portion  of  a  highway  or 
street  Improved,  designed,  or  ordinarily  used  for 
vehicular  travel . 


1.1.17  "Taxlcab"  shall  mean  (refer  to  Appendix  "B"). 

1.1.18  "Tenant"  shall  mean  a  leaseholder,  permittee  or 
other  occupant  of  land  or  premises  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  and  his  or  her  sublessee  or  duly  authorized 
agent.    For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations, 
"tenant"  shall  Include  any  party  who  discharges 
sanitary  sewage,  industrial  waste  or  stormwater  into 
the  respective  systems  owned  and  operated  by  City. 

1.1.19  "Tenant  construction"  shall  mean  any  new 
construction,  alteration,  replacement,  renovation, 
repairs,  relocation  or  demolition  by  an  Airport 
tenant. 

1.1.20  "Terminal  Building"  shall  mean  all  buildings  and 
structures  located  within  the  Airport  and  open  to 
the  public  for  the  purpose  of  flight  ticket 
purchase,  public  lobby  waiting,  baggage  check-In  and 
those  other  services  related  to  public  air  travel. 
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1.1.21         "Van"  shall  mean  a  motor  vehicle  having  a  seating 
capacity  of  seven  to  twenty  passengers  which 
operates  over  a  fixed  route  or  on  a  charter  basis 
and  has  valid  operating  authority  from  the  State  of 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission. 


1.1.22         "Vehicle"  shall  mean  any  automobile,  truck, 

motorcycle,  bicycle,  and  other  wheeled  conveyances 
1n  which  any  person  or  property  can  be  transported 
upon  land,  except  aircraft. 

1.2  VIOLATION,  SEVERABILITY  AND  INTERPRETATION 


1.2.1  VIOLATION  OF  RULES 


Any  person  who  violates,  disobeys,  omits,  neglects 
or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  any  lawful  order 
Issued  pursuant  thereto  may  be  denied  use  of  the 
Airport  by  the  Director,  In  addition  to  the 
penalties  described  pursuant  to  federal,  state  or 
local  authorities. 


1.2.2  SEVERABILITY. 


(A)     If  any  section,  subsection,  subdivision,  paragraph, 
sentence,  clause  or  phrase  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  or  any  part  thereof,  Is  for  any  reason 
held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  Invalid  or 
ineffective  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
or  other  competent  agency,  such  decision  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  or  effectiveness  of  the 
remaining  portions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or 
any  part  thereof.    The  Airports  Commission  hereby 
declares  that  It  would  have  passed  each  section, 
subsection,  subdivision,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause 
or  phrase  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  any 
one  or  more  sections,  subsections,  subdivisions, 
paragraphs,  sentences,  clauses  or  phrases  be 
declared  unconstitutional  or  Invalid  or  Ineffective. 


(B)     If  the  application  of  any  provision  or  provisions  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  to  any  lot,  building, 
sign  or  other  structure,  or  parcel  of  land  Is  found 
to  be  invalid  or  Ineffective  In  whole  or  1n  part  by 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  other 
competent  agency,  the  effect  of  such  decision  shall 
be  limited  to  the  property  or  situation  Immediately 
Involved  in  the  controversy,  and  the  application  of 
any  such  provision  to  other  properties  and 
situations  shall  not  be  affected. 
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(C)        This  Section  1.2.2  shall  apply  to  every  portion  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  as  it  has  existed  in  the 
past,  as  it  now  exists  and  as  it  may  exist  in  the 
future,  including  all  modifications  thereof  and 
additions  and  amendments  thereto. 

1.2.3  INTERPRETATION 

In  the  event  that  an  interpretation  of  any  provision 
of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  is  required,  the 
Director  shall  render  such  interpretation,  and  his 
determination  shall  be  considered  as  final  authority 
on  the  matter. 

1.3  GENERAL 

Written  operating  procedures  issued  by  the  Director 
shall  be  considered  as  addenda  to  these  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

1.3.1  AIR  AND  GROUND  TRAFFIC  RULES 

(A)  All  applicable  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
regulations  and  the  laws  and  regulations  of  any 
other  legal  authority  having  jurisdiction,  as  now  in 
effect  or  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended, 
are  hereby  incorporated  as  part  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

(B)  Ramp  permits  issued  by  the  Airport  are  the  property 
of  the  Airport  and  are  subject  to  revocation  by  the 
Di  rector. 

1.3.2  EMERGENCIES 

(A)  When  the  Director  determines  that  an  emergency 
affecting  the  health,  welfare  and/or  safety  of 
persons  and/or  property  exists  at  the  Airport,  he 
shall  be  empowered  to  take  that  action  which,  within 
his  discretion  and  judgment,  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  protect  persons  and  property  and  to 
facilitate  the  operation  of  the  Airport. 

(B)  During  such  an  emergency  the  Director  may  suspend 
these  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  he  may  in  addition  issue  such  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary. 

(C)  The  Director  shall  at  all  times  have  authority  to 
take  such  reasonable  action  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  and  management  of  the  public. 
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1.3.3 


GENERAL  CONDUCT  AND  RELIGIOUS,  CHARITABLE  AND 
POLITICAL  ACTIVITY 


(A)  LITTER  AND  REFUSE 

No  person  shall  place,  discharge,  or  deposit  In  any 
manner,  papers,  trash,  rubbish  or  other  refuse 
anywhere  on  the  Airport,  except  1n  receptacles  and 
other  such  places  prescribed  by  the  Director.  All 
Utter  and  refuse  must  be  covered  when  transported 
In  vehicles,  and  all  receptacles  for  said  materials 
must  have  covers.    Stored  or  transported  litter  or 
garbage  must  be  In  tied  plastic  bags. 

(B)  DOGS  AND  OTHER  ANIMALS 

No  person  shall  enter  any  terminal  building  with  any 
animal,  except  a  "seeing-eye"  dog,  or  one  properly 
confined  or  ready  for  shipment.    Animals  are 
permitted  1n  non-air  operations  areas  of  the  Airport 
If  on  a  leash  or  restrained  in  such  manner  as  to  be 
under  control . 

(C)  RESTRICTED  AREAS 

No  person  shall  enter  any  restricted  area  posted  by 
the  Director  as  closed  to  the  public,  except  persons 
assigned  to  duty  therein  or  authorized  by  the 
Director,  and  who  are  1n  possession  of  a  proper 
permit. 

(D)  COMMERCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

No  person  shall  enter  or  remain  on  Airport  property 
and  buy,  sell,  peddle  or  offer  for  sale  or  purchase 
any  goods,  merchandise,  property  or  services  of  any 
kind  whatsoever,  on  or  from  Airport  property, 
without  the  express  written  consent  of  the  Director 
or  his  duly  authorized  representative. 

ADVERTISEMENTS 

(E)  Except  as  otherwise  allowed  under  Section  (K) 
hereof,  no  person  shall  post,  distribute,  or  display 
signs,  advertisements,  circulars,  printed  or  written 
matter  at  the  Airport,  without  the  express  written 
consent  of  the  Dtrector  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
prescribe. 
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(F)  COMMERCIAL  PHOTOGRAPHY 

No  person,  except  representatives  of  the  news  media 
on  duty  or  during  official  assignments,  shall  take 
still,  motion,  television,  or  sound  pictures  for 
commercial  purposes  on  the  Airport  without  the 
express  written  consent  of  the  Director. 

(G)  LOST  AND  FOUND  ARTICLES 

Any  person  finding  lost  articles  shall  deposit  them 
with  the  Director  by  submitting  them  to  the  Airport 
Pol  ice. 

(H)  DAMAGE  TO  AIRPORT  PROPERTY 

No  person  shall  destroy  or  cause  to  be  destroyed, 
injure,  damage,  deface,  or  disturb  in  any  way, 
property  of  any  nature  located  on  the  Airport,  nor 
willfully  abandon  any  personal  property  on  the 
Airport.    Any  person  causing  or  responsible  for  such 
injury,  destruction,  damage  or  disturbance  shall 
report  such  damage  to  the  Airport  Police  and,  upon 
demand  by  the  Director,  shall  reimburse  the  Airport 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  damage.    Any  person 
causing  or  failing  to  report  and/or  reimburse  the 
Airport  for  injury,  destruction,  damage  or 
disturbance  of  Airport  property,  may  be  refused  the 
use  of  any  facility  until  and  unless  said  report 
and/or  reimbursement  has  been  made. 

(I)  SMOKING 

1 .  Air  Operations  Area 

No  person  shall  smoke  or  carry  lighted  cigars, 
cigarettes,  pipes,  matches  or  any  naked  flame  in 
or  upon  the  Air  Operations  Area  nor  any  open 
deck,  gallery  or  balcony  contiguous  to  or 
overlooking  the  Air  Operations  Area. 

2.  Workplace 

(a)  Definitions.    For  the  purpose  of  this 
Subsection  2: 

(1)      "Person"  means  any  individual  person, 
firm,  partnership,  association, 
corporation,  company,  organization,  or 
legal  entity  of  any  kind; 

(ii)    "Employer"  means  any  person  who 

employs  the  services  of  an  individual 
person ; 
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( i i 1 ) "Employee"  means  any  person  who  Is  employed 
by  any  employer  1n  consideration  for  direct 
or  Indirect  monetary  wages  or  profit; 

(iv)  "Office  Workplace"  means  any  enclosed  area 
of  a  structure  situated  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  or  a  portion  of  such 
structure  intended  for  occupancy  by  business 
entities  which  will  provide  primarily 
clerical,  professional  or  business  services 
to  other  business  entitles  or  to  the  public 
at  that  location. 

(v)  "Smoking"  or  "to  smoke"  means  and  includes 
inhaling,  exhaling,  burning  or  carrying  any 
lighted  smoking  equipment  for  tobacco  or  any 
other  weed  or  plant;  and 

(vi)  "Enclosed"  means  closed  In  by  a  roof  and 
four  walls  with  appropriate  openings  for 
ingress  and  egress  and  Is  not  Intended  to 
mean  areas  commonly  described  as  public 
lobbies . 

(b)    Regulations  of  Smoking  In  the  Office  Workplace 

(i)    Each  employer  who  operates  an  office  or 
offices  at  the  Airport  shall,  within  three 
(3)  months  of  the  effective  date  of  these 
Rules  and  Regulations,  adopt,  implement  and 
maintain  a  written  smoking  policy  which 
shall  contain,  at  a  minimum,  the  following 
provisions  and  requirements. 

(1)  Any  nonsmoking  employee  may  object  to 
his  or  her  employer  about  smoke  in  his 
or  her  own  workspace.    Using  already 
available  means  of  ventilation  or 
separation  or  partition  of  office 
space,  the  employer  shall  attempt  to 
reach  a  reasonable  accommodation, 
insofar  as  possible,  between  the 
preferences  of  nonsmoking  and  smoking 
employees.    However,  an  employer  is 
not  required  by  this  rule  to  make  any 
expend! tures  cr  structural  changes  to 
accommodate  the  preferences  of 
nonsmoking  or  smoking  employees. 

(2)  If  an  accommodation  which  is 
satisfactory  to  all  affected 
nonsmoking  employees  cannot  be  reached 
in  any  given  office  workplace, 
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the  preferences  of  nonsmoking 
employees  shall  prevail  and  the 
employer  shall  prohibit  smoking  in 
that  office  workplace.    Where  the 
employer  prohibits  smoking  in  an 
office  workplace,  the  area  in  which 
smoking  is  prohibited  shall  be  clearly 
marked  wi th  signs . 

(3)     The  Smoking  Policy  shall  be  announced 
within  three  (3)  weeks  of  adoption  to 
all  employees  working  in  office 
workplaces  at  the  Airport  and  shall  be 
posted  conspicuously  in  all  workplaces 
at  the  Airport  under  the  employer's 
juri  sdi  ction . 

(c)  Where  Smoking  Not  Regulated 

This  subsection  2  Is  not  intended  to  regulate 
smoking  in  the  following  places  and  under  the 
following  conditions  at  the  Airport: 

(i)  A  private  home  which  may  serve  as  an  office 
workpl ace ; 

(ii)  Any  property  owned  or  leased  by  state  or 
federal  governmental  agencies; 

<  i  i  i ) Any  office  space  leased  or  rented  by  a  sole 
independent  contractor; 

(iv)  A  private  enclosed  office  workplace  occupied 
exclusively  by  smokers,  even  though  such  an 
office  workplace  may  be  visited  by 
nonsmokers,  excepting  places  in  which 
smoking  is  prohibited  by  the  Fire  Marshal  or 
by  other  law,  ordinance  or  regulation;  and 

(d)  Purpose  and  Interpretation 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  subsection  2  to 
regulate  smoking  in  office  workplaces  at  the 
Airport  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  provided  in  Article  19  of  the  San  Francisco 
Health  Code.    The  provisions  of  this  subsection  2 
shall  be  interpreted  and  applied  in  the  same 
manner  as  said  Article  19. 

Public  Lounges  and  Airline  Boarding  Areas 

All  airlines  must  designate  space  for  smoking  and 
non-smoking  sections  in  their  leased  boarding  areas. 
These  areas  shall  be  clearly  marked  with  approved 
s  i  gnage .

(J)      PEDESTRIAN  MOVEMENT 


No  pedestrian  shall  traverse  the  aircraft  apron  area 
between  boarding  areas. 

(K)      RELIGIOUS,  CHARITABLE  AND  POLITICAL  ACTIVITIES  - 
Refer  to  Appendix  A  -  Page  1  through  Page  6 

(L)      TENANT  CONDUCT  REGARDING  UNAUTHORIZED  ACTIVITIES 

No  tenant,  tenant  employee,  or  any  other  employee 
authorized  to  perform  any  function  on  the  Airport, 
shall  in  any  way  assist  any  person  to  engage  in  any 
activity  on  the  Airport  which  is  not  authorized  by 
the  Commission  or  Director. 

(M)      EMERGENCY  PROCEDURES 

All  Airport  tenants  shall  immediately  report 
emergencies  to  Airport  Communications  via  Airport 
local  6-2323  or  876-2323. 

All  airline  tenants  must  develop,  maintain  and  train 
their  personnel  in  implementing  written  procedures 
to  be  used  In  the  event  of  a  bombing  and/or  bomb 
threat,  disaster,  hijacking  or  other  emergency. 
Airline  tenants  must  annually  provide  the  Director 
with  their  emergency  procedures  and  these  procedures 
must  interface  with  procedures  established  by  the 
Commi  sslon. 

(N)      TENANT  CONSTRUCTION  REQUIREMENTS 

All  tenant  construction  must  conform  to  the 
requirements  as  contained  In  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  Tenant  Improvement  Guide. 

(0)      AIRPORT  SIGNS 

No  signs  exposed  to  public  view  shall  be  installed 
on  the  Airport  without  prior  approval  from  the 
Director.    Sign  Installations  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Tenant  Improvement  Guide. 

(P)     "PASSENGER  ELEVATORS,  MOVING  WALKWAYS  AND  ESCALATORS 

Passenger  elevators,  moving  walkways  and  escalators 
shall  be  restricted  to  passenger  use  only.  Cargo 
shall  be  confined  to  freight  elevators. 
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AIRPORT  CONSTRUCTION  AND  OBSTRUCTION  CONTROL 

No  person  shall  (1)  erect,  construct/modify  or  In 
any  manner  alter  any  structure,  sign,  post  or  pole 
of  any  type;  (2)  alter  or  in  any  way  change  color, 
design  or  decor  of  existing  Airport  improvements; 
(3)  operate,  park,  or  store  any  equipment,  vehicles, 
supplies  or  materials;  (4)  create  any  mounds  of 
earth  or  debris;  (5)  cause  or  create  any  physical 
object  on  land  or  water  that  penetrates  the 
operational  air  space;  (6)  conduct  any  other  work  on 
Airport  premises  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
from  the  Director  and  without  strict  compliance  and 
adherence  to  the  safety  specifications  and 
directions  of  the  Director. 

OPERATION  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES 

TRAFFIC  SIGNS,  DIRECTIONS  AND  SIGNALS 

Motor  vehicles  shall  be  operated  upon  the  Airport  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  rules  herein  prescribed 
for  the  control  of  such  vehicles  and  the  California 
Vehicle  Code,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  involving 
the  protection  of  life  and/or  property.  All 
vehicles  operated  on  Airport  roadways  must  at  all 
times  comply  with  any  lawful  order,  signal  or 
direction  by  authorized  personnel.    When  traffic  is 
controlled  by  signs  or  by  mechanical  or  electrical 
signals,  such  signs  or  signals  shall  be  obeyed 
unless  directed  otherwise  by  authorized  personnel. 

The  Director  is  authorized  to  place  and  maintain 
such  traffic  signs,  signals,  pavement  markings,  and 
other  traffic  control  devices  upon  Airport  roadways, 
parking  facilities  and  other  Airport  property  as 
required  to  indicate  and  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  and  of  the  California 
Vehicle  Code  to  guide  and  control  traffic. 

Vehicles  on  Airport  roadways  shall  be  operated  in 
strict  compliance  with  the  roadway  speed  limits 
prescribed  by  the  Airports  Commission  as  indicated 
by  posted  traffic  signs. 

RESERVED,  POSTED  OR  RESTRICTED  PARKING  AREA 

The  Director  Is  authorized  to  reserve  all  or  any 
part  of  parking  lots  or  terminal  courts  or  other 
areas  not  under  lease  or  permit  for  the  sole  use  of 
vehicles  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
its  officers  or  employees,  tenants,  or  for  such 
visitors  to  the  Airport  as  he  may  designate,  and  to 
indicate  such  restrictions  by  appropriate  markings 
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and/or  signs;  designate  a  parking  time  limit  on  any 
portion  of  said  lots  and  courts;  designate  any 
portion  of  said  lots  and  courts  as  a  passenger 
loading  zone  or  a  freight  loading  zone;  designate 
any  portion  of  said  lots  and  courts  as  a  No 
Stopping,  No  Waiting  or  No  Parking  area;  designate 
where  and  how  vehicles  shall  be  parked  by  means  of 
parking  space  markers;  and  designate  direction  of 
travel  and  Indicate  same  by  means  of  appropriate 
signs  and/or  markings. 

(B)  When  appropriate  signs  and/or  markings  have  been 
installed,  no  person  may  park  or  drive  a  vehicle  on 
any  portion  of  such  lots  or  terminal  courts  reserved 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  any  vehicle  unless 
authorized  by  the  Director. 

(C)  Vehicles  of  working  representatives  of  the  news 
media  and  communication  cars  may  be  parked  in 
designated  press  parking  sections  located  In  the 
courtyards  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  hours 
while  on  assignment  at  the  Airport. 

Vehicles  parked  in  any  garage,  parking  lot  or  other 
authorized  parking  area  reserved  for  public,  private 
or  employee  use,  shall  park  in  such  manner  as  to 
comply  with  all  posted  and/or  painted  lines,  signs, 
and  rules. 

(D)  Vehicles  displaying  either  a  distinguishing  license 
plate  or  a  placard  issued  pursuant  to  section 
22511.5  or  section  9105  of  the  State  of  California 
Vehicle  Code  may  park  in  designated  handicapped 
parking  sections  for  such  periods  as  indicated  by 
appropriate  signs  and/or  markings. 

1.4.3  AUTHORIZATION  TO  MOVE  VEHICLES 

The  Director  may  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed  at 
the  owner's  expense  from  any  restricted  or  reserved 
area,  any  roadway  or  right-of-way,  or  any  other  area 
on  the  Airport  any  vehicle  which  is  disabled, 
abandoned,  or  illegally  or  improperly  parked,  or 
which  creates  an  operations  problem.    Any  such 
vehicle  may  be  removed  or  cause  to  be  removed  to  the 
official  vehicle  Vmpound  areas  designated  by  the 
Director.    Any  vehicle  Impounded  shall  be  released 
to  the  owner  or  operator  thereof  upon  proper 
identification  of  the  person  claiming  such  vehicle 
and  upon  payment  of  the  towing  charge  currently  in 
effect  and  the  accrued  parking  fees  thereon.  The 
Airports  Commission  shall  not  be  liable  for  damage 
to  any  vehicle  or  loss  of  personal  property  which 
might  result  from  the  act  of  removal. 
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1.4.4  USE  OF  ROADS  AND  WALKS 

(A)  No  person  shall  operate  any  vehicle  on  the  Airport 
other  than  on  the  roads  or  places  authorized  by  the 
Director  for  use  by  that  particular  type  of  vehicle. 

(B)  No  person  shall  use  the  roads  or  walks  on  the 
Airport  in  such  manner  as  to  hinder  or  obstruct 
proper  use. 

1.4.5  PARKING  AND  STOPPING  OF  VEHICLES 

No  vehicle  shall  be  parked  or  stopped  on  the  Airport 
except  in  the  manner  and  at  a  location  authorized 
for  stopping,  standing  or  parking  as  indicated  by 
posted  traffic  signs  and/or  painted  curb  markings, 
or  in  a  parking  facility  designated  for  public  or 
employee  use. 

1 .4.6  CURB  MARKINGS 

(A)  RED  ZONE 

No  vehicle,  whether  attended  or  unattended, 
shall  stop,  wait  or  park  in  any  area  adjacent 
to  a  curb  which  is  painted  red;  provided, 
however,  that  a  scheduled  transit  bus  may  park 
In  a  red  zone  designated  as  a  bus  zone  by  a 
sign  or  other  marking. 

(B)  YELLOW  ZONE 

No  commercial  vehicle  shall  stop,  wait  or  park 
in  any  area  adjacent  to  a  curb  which  is  painted 
yellow,  except  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or 
unloading  freight  and  for  a  period  not  in 
excess  of  thirty  (30)  minutes. 

(C)  WHITE  ZONE 


No  vehicle  shall  stop,  wait  or  park  in  any  area 
adjacent  to  a  curb  which  Is  painted  white, 
except  that  a  vehicle  may  be  stopped  at  a  white 
zone  while  actively  engaged  in  loading  or 
unloading  of  passengers  and/or  baggage.  No 
vehicle  stopped  In  a  white  zone  shall  be  left 
unattended.    Stopping  of  a  vehicle  in  a  white 
zone  for  the  purpose  of  waiting  for  passengers 
and/or  baggage  is  prohibited. 
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RED  AND  YELLOW  ZONE 


No  vehicle  other  than  a  taxlcab  certified  for 
Airport  Service  shall  stop,  wait  or  park  In  any 
area  adjacent  to  a  curb  which  Is  painted  red 
and  yellow. 

GREEN  AND  WHITE  ZONE 

No  vehicle  shall  stop,  wait  or  park  1n  any  area 
adjacent  to  a  curb  which  Is  painted  green  and 
white,  except  that  a  courtesy  vehicle  or 
scheduled  transit  vehicle  so  authorized  by  the 
Director  may  stop  In  such  area  while  actively 
engaged  in  loading  or  unloading  of  passengers 
and/or  baggage.    No  courtesy  vehicle  or 
scheduled  transit  vehicle  stopped  In  a  green 
and  white  zone  shall  be  left  unattended. 
Stopping  of  a  courtesy  vehicle  or  a  scheduled 
transit  vehicle  In  a  green  and  white  zone  for 
the  purpose  of  waiting  for  passengers  and/or 
baggage  Is  prohibited. 

RED  AND  WHITE  ZONE 

No  vehicle  shall  stop,  wait  or  park  In  any  area 
adjacent  to  a  curb  which  is  painted  red  and 
white,  except  those  vehicles  operated  by  ground 
transportation  carriers  with  upper  level 
permits  only,  and  taxis  without  an  Airport 
permit  may  stop  at  a  red  and  white  zone  only 
while  actively  engaged  in  loading  or  unloading 
of  passengers  and/or  baggage.    No  vehicle 
stopped  in  a  red  and  white  zone  shall  be  left 
unattended.    Stopping  of  a  vehicle  1n  a  red  and 
white  zone  for  the  purpose  of  waiting  for 
passengers  and/or  baggage  Is  prohibited. 

COURTESY  VEHICLES,  LIMOUSINES,  BUSES.  CHARTER 
VANS  AND  TAXICABS.    Refer  to  Appendix  B  -  Pages 
7  -  17. 

VEHICLE  AND  DRIVER  REGULATIONS  ON  AIR 
OPERATIONS  AREA  OR  AS  AIRPORT  PERMITTEE 
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A.  DRIVERS 


(1)  No  vehicle  shall  be  operated  on  the  Air  Operations 
Area  unless: 

The  driver  thereof  is  licensed  to  operate  such 
vehicle  by  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  of  the 
State  of  California.    The  driver's  license  required 
under  this  section  shall  be  the  same  as  required  by 
the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  on  any  public  road 
or  highway. 

In  addition,  such  driver  must  successfully  pass  a 
written  test  on  Airfield  Driving  Rules  and  be 
licensed  by  the  Airport  to  operate  a  vehicle  on  the 
Air  Operations  Area. 

Tenants  who  perform  fueling  services  must  have  an 
approved  FAA  training  program  for  their  employees. 
Employees  who  perform  fueling  services  must  receive 
a  certificate  from  the  License  and  Permit  Bureau. 

(2)  No  person  operating  or  driving  a  vehicle  upon  the 
aircraft  ramp  shall  drive  at  speed  greater  than  ten 
(10)  miles  per  hour  or  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  as  to 
endanger  any  aircraft,  vehicle,  or  personnel. 

(3)  No  vehicle  shall  pass  between  an  aircraft  and 
passenger  terminal  or  passenger  lane  when  the 
aircraft  is  parked  at  a  gate  position,  except  those 
vehicles  servicing  the  aircraft.    All  other  vehicles 
must  drive  around  the  aircraft  away  from  the 
passenger  loading  gates  and  lane. 

(4)  No  vehicle  shall  enter  the  airfield  area  unless 
clearance  and  permission  has  been  obtained  from 
Airport  Operations  nor  shall  any  vehicle  enter  a 
taxiway  or  cross  a  runway  unless  equipped  with  a 
two-way  radio  in  communication  with  and  having 
obtained  clearance  from  the  Control  Tower. 

(5)  Prior  to  entering  onto  an  active  runway  or  taxiway, 
ground  traffic  shall  yield  right-of-way  to  taxiing 
aircraft  and  aircraft  under  tow  in  all  cases. 

(6)  Except  as  authorized  by  the  Director,  vehicular 
traffic  on  the  aircraft  ramp  shall  use  the  service 
roadway. 
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(7)  Persons  operating  vehicles  In  or  upon  the  Airport  ramp  or 
apron  shall  display  a  valid  ramp  access  permit  Issued  or 
approved  by  the  Director. 

(8)  No  person  shall  operate  any  motor  vehicle  which  Is  In 
such  physical  or  mechanical  condition  as  to  endanger 
persons  or  property  on  the  Air  Operations  Area. 

(9)  A  guldeman  is  required  whenever  the  operator's  vision  1s 
restricted. 

(10)  Fuel  trucks  shall  not  be  driven  under  any  boarding  area 
or  under  the  east  or  west  underpass. 

(11)  No  fuel  truck  shall  be  brought  Into,  stored,  or  parked 
within  50  feet  of  any  Airport  terminal  building  or  other 
Airport  structure  unless  authorized  by  the  Director. 

(12)  Tractor  and/or  container  carriers  shall  tow  no  more 
carts,  pods,  Igloos  or  LD-10  containers  than  are  under 
control,  tracking  properly,  and  safe. 

(13)  Ramp  vehicles  and  equipment  shall  be  parked  only  within  a 
tenant's  own  area  and  In  approved  marked  parking  stalls. 

VEHICLES 

(1)  No  vehicle  shall  be  operated  unless  It  Is  registered  In 
the  State  of  California. 

(2)  Any  vehicle  operated  on  the  A1r  Operations  Area  or  as 
Airport  permittee  must  have  liability  Insurance  as 
required  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Only  vehicles  authorized  by  the  Director  shall  drive  on 
operational  service,  access  or  perimeter  roads.  All 
others  are  prohibited,  as  indicated  by  signs  posted  and 
maintained  by  the  Airports  Commission. 

(4)  Carts  or  pieces  of  equipment  being  towed  or  carried  after 
darkness  must  have  either  rear  reflectors  or  rear  lights. 

(5)  All  trucks  and  equipment  operated  on  the  ramp  or  apron 
shall  be  marked  with  the  company  logo  and  number  at  least 
8-inches  1n  height. 

(6)  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  in  or  upon  the  Air 
Operations  Area  unless: 

1.      It  is  properly  marked  as  required  In  Section  1.4.8 
B(5)  and  authorized  by  the  Director. 
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2.         It  is  in  sound  mechanical  condition  with  unobstructed 
forward  and  side  vision  from  the  driver's  seat. 

(7)  Unless  authorized,  any  vehicle  operating  on  a  ramp  or 
across  taxiways  or  runways  must  be  equipped  with 
emergency  lights  or  under  positive  escort  while  operating 
during  darkness  or  periods  of  low  visibility. 

(8)  Trailers  shall  not  be  permitted  on  the  Airport  ramp  or 
apron  areas,  unless  they  are  equipped  with  ref 1 ectori zed 
markings  and  shall  be  equipped  with  proper  brakes  so  that 
when  disengaged  from  a  towing  vehicle,  neither  aircraft 
blast  nor  wind  will  cause  them  to  become  free  rolling. 
Positive  locking  couplings  shall  be  required  for  all 
towed  equipment. 

(9)  Upon  application  to  the  Director  by  the  owner  of  a 
vehicle  exclusively  operated  on  the  premises  of  the 
Airport,  an  identifying  number  shall  be  assigned  to  that 
vehicle  which  together  with  the  initials  "S.F.I. A.", 
shall  be  displayed  prominently  on  the  vehicle  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Director. 

(10)  Fueling  units  shall  be  operated  only  by  qualified  persons 
instructed  in  the  methods  of  proper  use  and  operation. 
Such  operator  shall  be  at  the  dead  man  switch  when  such 
unit  Is  being  operated. 

(11)  Every  fueling  unit  shall  be  provided  with  signs  visible 
from  the  outside  and  showing  the  name  of  the  firm  or 
corporation  operating  said  unit  and  the  type  of  fuel 
contained  therein,  and  in  accordance  with  DOT  and  NFPA 
#704. 


(12)     Fueling  units  shall  be  loaded  only  at  an  approved  loading 
platform  except  when  defuellng. 

1 .b  AIRCRAFT  OPERATION 

1.5.1  OPERATION  OF  AIRCRAFT 


All  persons  shall  navigate,  land,  service,  maintain  and 

repair  aircraft  in  conformity  with  Federal  Aviation 

Administration  and  National  Transportation  Safety  Board 
rules  and  regulations. 
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1  .5.2 


AIRCRAFT  ACCIDENT  REPORTS 


The  pilot  or  operator  of  any  aircraft  Involved  In  an 
accident  causing  personal  Injury  or  property  damage  shall 
In  addition  to  all  other  reports  required  to  be  made  to 
other  agencies,  make  a  prompt  and  complete  report 
concerning  said  accident  to  the  Director  through  Airport 
Operations.    When  a  written  report  of  an  accident  Is 
required  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  a  copy 
of  such  report  may  be  submitted  in  lieu  of  the  report 
required  above. 

1.5.3  DISABLED  AIRCRAFT 

Any  owner,  lessee,  operator  or  other  person  having  the 
control,  or  the  right  of  control,  of  any  disabled 
aircraft  on  the  Airport  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
prompt  removal  and  disposal  thereof,  and  any  and  all 
parts  thereof,  subject,  however,  to  any  requirements  or 
direction  by  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board, 
the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  or  the  Director  that 
such  removal  or  disposal  be  delayed  pending  an 
Investigation  of  an  accident.    Any  owner,  lessee, 
operator  or  other  person  having  control,  or  the  right  of 
control,  of  any  aircraft  does,  by  use  of  the  Airport, 
agree  and  consent,  notwithstanding  any  provision  in  any 
agreement,  lease,  permit  or  other  instrument  to  the 
contrary,  that  the  Director  may  take  any  and  all 
necessary  action  to  effect  the  prompt  removal  or  disposal 
of  disabled  aircraft  that  obstruct  any  part  of  the 
Airport  utilized  for  aircraft  operations;  that  any  costs 
incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Airport  for  any  such 
removal  or  disposal  of  any  aircraft  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City;  that  any  claim  for  compensation  against  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Airports  Commission,  and 
any  of  their  officers,  agents  or  employees,  for  any  and 
all  loss  or  damage  sustained  to  any  such  disabled 
aircraft,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  reason  of  any  such 
removal  or  disposal,  is  waived;  and  that  the  owner, 
lessee,  operator  or  other  person  having  control,  or  the 
right  of  control,  of  said  aircraft  shall  indemnify,  hold 
harmless  and  defend  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
the  Airports  Commission,  and  all  of  their  officers, 
agents  and  employees,  against  any  and  all  liability  for 
injury  to  or  the  death*  of  any  person,  or  for  any  injury 
to  any  property  arising  out  of  such  removal  or  disposal 
of  said  aircraft. 
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RIGHT  OF  DIRECTOR  TO  CONTROL  THE  AIRFIELD 

The  Director  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  close 
the  Airport  in  its  entirety  or  any  portion  thereof  to  air 
traffic,  to  delay  or  restrict  any  flight  or  other 
aircraft  operation,  to  refuse  takeoff  permission  to 
aircraft,  and  to  deny  the  use  of  the  Airport  or  any 
portion  thereof  to  any  specified  class  of  aircraft  or  to 
any  individual  or  group,  when  he  considers  any  such 
action  to  be  necessary  and  desirable  to  avoid  endangering 
persons  or  property  and  to  be  consistent  with  the  safe 
and  proper  operation  of  the  Airport.    In  the  event  the 
Director  determines  the  condition  of  the  Airport  or  any 
part  thereof  to  be  unsafe  for  landings  or  takeoff s,  he 
shall  issue,  or  cause  to  be  issued,  a  Notice  to  Airmen 
(NOTAM)  closing  the  Airport  or  any  part  thereof. 

TWO-WAY  RADIO,  BRAKES,  AND  TERMINAL  CONTROL  AREA 
REQUIREMENTS 

No  aircraft  may  land  or  take-off  at  the  Airport  unless  it 
is  equipped  with  brakes  and  a  functioning  two-way  radio 
having  two-way  communication  with  the  Federal  Aviation 
Control  Tower  on  the  Airport.    The  aircraft  must  also  be 
equipped  with  an  operating  4096  transponder  for  altitude 
and  coding,  as  well  as  have  VOR  capability.    The  pilot 
must  have  received  permission  for  each  such  landing  or 
take-off  from  the  Director  and  said  Control  Tower. 

STARTING  OR  RUNNING  OF  AIRCRAFT  ENGINES 

No  aircraft  engine  shall  be  started  or  run  unless  a 
licensed  pilot  or  certificated  A  and  P  mechanic  is 
attending  the  aircraft  controls.    Wheel  blocks  equipped 
with  ropes  or  other  suitable  means  of  chocking  the  wheels 
of  an  aircraft  to  deter  movement  shall  always  be  placed 
in  front  of  the  main  landing  wheels  before  starting  the 
engine  or  engines,  unless  the  aircraft  is  locked  into 
position  by  functioning  locking  brakes. 

RUN-UP  OF  AIRCRAFT  ENGINES 

All  aircraft  shall  be  started  and  run-up  in  locations 
designated  for  such  purposes  by  the  Director.  Aircraft 
engines  shall  not  be  operated  in  such  position  that 
persons,  structures  or  property  may  be  endangered  by  the 
path  of  the  aircraft  propeller  slip-stream  or  jet  blast. 

No  aircraft  engine  exhaust,  blast,  and/or  propeller  wash 
shall  be  directed  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  injury, 
damage,  or  hazard  to  any  person,  structure,  or  property. 
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(C)  Power  back  of  aircraft  at  any  gate  Is  prohibited. 

(D)  The  run-up  of  mounted  aircraft  engines  for  maintenance  or 
test  purposes  Is  prohibited  between  the  hours  2200-0600 
except  as  provided  below: 

1.  An  Idle  check  of  a  single  engine  Is  allowed  under 
the  following  conditions: 

a)  An  Idle  check  of  a  single  engine  not  to  exceed  a 
5-mlnute  duration  may  be  conducted  In  the 
leasehold  area.    If  more  than  one  engine  1s  to  be 
checked,  each  engine  must  be  checked  separately 
and  the  total  duration  of  the  idle  checks  cannot 
exceed  5-mlnutes. 

b)  An  Idle  check  of  a  single  engine  or  engines 
(checked  separately)  which  will  exceed  a  duration 
of  5-mlnutes  will  be  accomplished  In  the  run-up 
areas  at  the  approach  end  of  Runway  19. 

2.  Engines  may  be  Idled  where  required  to  accomplish 
compass  checks  on  the  compass  rose  located  at  the 
approach  end  of  Runway  19R. 

During  the  hours  of  2200-0600,  Airfield  Operations 
shall  be  called  and  permission  received  prior  to  any 
engine  Idle  check,  compass  check  or  engine  Idle 
run-up.    Any  Idle  run  for  more  than  a  duration  of 
5-mlnutes  will  be  considered  an  engine  run-up. 

During  other  hours  Airfield  Operations  shall  be 
called  and  permission  received  prior  to  any  engine 
run-up. 

Any  other  request  for  an  engine  run-up  during  the 
hours  2200-0600  due  to  emergency  circumstances  may 
be  approved  by  Airfield  Operations.    When  approved 
and  accomplished  the  Maintenance  Supervisor  of  the 
airline  concerned  must  provide  to  the  Director  a 
monthly  report  detailing  the  following: 

a)  Date  and  time  of  the  run-up 

b)  Type  aircraft 

c)  Aircraft  identlf  1ca*tion  number 

d)  Location  of  the  run-up 

e)  Duration  of  the  run-up 

f)  An  explanation  of  the  emergency  circumstances 
making  the  run-up  necessary. 
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Reports  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  within  3 
working  days  following  the  last  day  of  each  calendar 
month. 

Air  carriers  shall  comply  with  Federal  Aviation 
Regulations  for  noise  abatement  and  noise  emission 
standards  and  must  conform  with  all  rules,  policies, 
procedures  and  resolutions  as  established  by  the  Airports 
Commission  relative  to  noise  abatement. 

PREFERENTIAL  RUNWAY  USE 

In  order  to  minimize  noise  levels  during  flight 
operations,  air  carrier  aircraft  will  be  governed  by  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration  procedures  governing 
Preferential  Runway  Use. 

REGISTRATION  AND  FEES 

The  Director  may  require  and  may  designate  appropriate 
locations  for  the  registration  of  pilots  and  aircraft 
using  the  Airport.    Pilots  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  such  registration.    The  payment  of 
rentals,  fees,  and  charges  relating  to  the  use  of  Airport 
premises  and  facilities  shall  be  made  before  takeoff.  In 
lieu  of  such  payments,  satisfactory  credit  arrangements 
shall  be  made  by  the  pilot  or  owner  of  aircraft  with  the 
Director  or  designee. 

TAXIING  OR  MOVING  OF  AIRCRAFT  ON  OPERATIONAL  AREAS 

Whenever  any  aircraft  is  being  taxied,  towed  or  otherwise 
moved  on  the  apron,  ramp,  or  airfield,  there  shall  be  a 
person  attending  the  controls  of  the  aircraft  who  shall 
monitor  by  radio  the  transmitting  frequency  in  use  by  the 
Control  Tower  or  who,  if  necessary,  will  cause  that 
frequency  to  be  monitored  by  another  person  in  the 
aircraft.    In  the  event  of  radio  equipment  failure,  the 
Control  Tower  may  use  an  Aldis  Lamp  for  communication. 

Wing  walkers  are  required  whenever  pushed  back  aircraft 
are  to  pass  any  other  aircraft. 

Tenant  vehicles  used  for  towing  aircraft  are  restricted 
to  routes  prescribed  by  the  Director.

1.5.10  PARKING  RESPONSIBILITY 

Upon  direction  from  the  Director,  the  operator  of  any 
aircraft  parked  or  stored  at  an  air  terminal  shall  move 
said  aircraft  from  the  place  where  It  Is  parked  or 
stored.    If  the  operator  refuses  to  comply  with  such 
directions,  the  Director  may  arrange  for  the  tow  of  said 
aircraft  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  operator,  and 
without  liability  for  damage  which  may  result  In  the 
course  of  such  moving. 

1.5.11  TAXIING  INTO  OR  OUT  OF  HANGARS 

No  aircraft  shall  be  taxied  Into  or  out  of  a  hangar  under 
its  own  power. 

1.5.12  AIRCRAFT  MARKING  DURING  LOW  VISIBILITY  PERIODS 

(A)  Every  aircraft  parked  on  the  ramp  or  apron  shall  have  its 
running  lights  lighted  during  the  hours  between  sunset 
and  sunrise  and  during  low  visibility  periods,  except  In 
areas  designated  by  the  Director.    Other  means  of 
identifying  and  marking  of  the  wingtips  of  the  craft 
while  parked  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  running  lights, 
but  prior  authorization  for  any  substitute  wingtip 
identification  must  be  obtained  from  the  Director. 

(B)  All  aircraft  being  taxied,  towed  or  otherwise  moved  on 
the  ramp,  apron  or  taxiways  shall  proceed  with  running 
lights  on  during  the  hours  between  sunset  and  sunrise  and 
during  periods  of  low  visibility. 

(C)  Aircraft  shall  not  be  taxied,  towed  or  otherwise  moved  on 
any  part  of  the  operational  area  until  specifically 
cleared  to  do  so  by  the  Control  Tower. 

1.5.13  AIRCRAFT  REPAIRS 

All  repairs  to  aircraft  or  engines  shall  be  made  in  areas 
designated  for  this  purpose.    Minor  adjustments  and 
repairs  may  be  performed  on  aircraft  at  gate  positions  on 
the  ramp  when  such  repairs  can  be  safely  accomplished 
without  inconvenience  to  persons  or  other  companies.  Any 
aircraft  being  repaired  at  a  gate  position  shall  be  moved 
Immediately  upon  the  request  of  the  Director.  No 
aircraft  engine  shall  fcre  run-up  for  test  purposes  at  any 
gate  position. 
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PARKING  AND  WASHING  OF  AIRCRAFT 


Aircraft  shall  not  be  parked  on  the  Airport,  except  in 
areas  and  in  the  manner  designated  by  the  Director.  The 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  its  agents  assume  no 
responsibility  for  aircraft  parked  or  in  the  process  of 
being  parked  on  the  Airport. 

Aircraft  shall  not  be  washed,  except  in  areas  and  in  the 
manner  designated  by  the  Director.  No  aircraft  shall  be 
washed  at  any  terminal  gate  position. 

TRAINING  FLIGHTS  AND  STUDENT  PILOTS 

No  aircraft  shall  land,  takeoff  or  taxi  at  the  Airport 
while  the  aircraft  is  under  the  control  of  a  student 
pilot.    No  person  shall  conduct  training  flights  on  or 
over  the  Airport. 

USE  OF  UNSAFE  AREAS 

No  aircraft  shall  use  any  part  of  the  airfield,  apron, 
ramp,  taxiway,  runway  or  other  areas  considered 
temporarily  unsafe  for  landing  or  takeoff,  or  which  is 
not  available  for  any  reason.    The  boundaries  of  such 
areas  will  be  marked  by  the  Director  with  barricades  and 
flags  by  day  and  high  intensity  flashing  red  lights  at 
night  and  low  visibility  periods,  and  an  appropriate 
NOTAM  issued. 

MARKINGS,  SIGNS  AND  SIGNALS 

The  pilot  or  other  person  aboard  engaged  in  the  operation 
of  any  aircraft  must  at  all  times  comply  with  any  lawful 
order,  signal  or  direction  of  the  Director,  except  when 
subject  to  the  direction  or  control  for  ground  movement 
purposes  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  or  other 
federal  agency.    When  operation  of  such  aircraft  is 
controlled  by  lights,  signs,  signals,  and  markings,  such 
lights,  signs,  signals  and  markings  shall  be  obeyed 
unless  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Director 
directs  otherwise. 

TERMINAL  RAMP  AND  GATE  RESTRICTION 

General  Aviation  private,  business  or  corporate  aircraft 
shall  not  enter  or  use  terminal  area  gates  without  the 
prior  permission  of  the  Director.    The  owner  and/or 
operator  making  the  request  for  such  entry  or  use  assumes 
full  and  sole  responsibility  for  the  safety  and  security 
of  al 1  ai rcraf t . 
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(B)  Parking  of  aircraft  on  the  Terminal  Ramp  1s  restricted  to 
no  less  than  138  feet  from  the  center  line  of  Taxiway  "A". 

(C)  Gates  99  and  100  may  not  be  used  without  prior  permission 
from  the  Director. 

<D)     No  surface  painting  or  marking  of  the  ramp  or  gate  areas 
1s  allowed  without  approval  of  the  01  rector.  Only 
taxiway  and  lead  lines  are  to  be  painted  yellow.  All 
ground  service  equipment  parking  stalls  are  to  be  painted 
white. 

1.5.19  PASSENGER  ENPLANING  AND  DEPLANING 

All  aircraft  shall  be  loaded  or  unloaded,  passengers 
enplaned  or  deplaned,  In  designated  areas  unless 
otherwise  permitted  by  the  Director,  and  all  passengers 
shall  be  channeled  through  designated  routes  to  and  from 
the  terminal  buildings.    Airline  personnel  shall  be 
stationed  to  assist  and  channel  passengers  during  ground 
level  enplaning  and  deplaning.    There  shall  be  no 
enplaning  or  deplaning  of  passengers  on  the  ramp  when 
aircraft  engines  are  operating.    No  pedestrian  traffic  is 
allowed  to  cross  any  taxiway  or  terminal  ramp  between 
boarding  areas. 

1.5.20  HELICOPTER  OPERATIONS 

(A)  Helicopter  aircraft  arriving  and  departing  the  Airport 
shall  operate  under  the  direction  of  the  Control  Tower  at 
all  times  while  1n  the  Airport  Control  Zone.  No 
helicopter  may  land  or  take  off  from  the  Airport  unless 
it  is  equipped  with  a  two-way  radio  functioning  on  a 
frequency  to  maintain  communication  with  the  Control 
Tower. 

(B)  Helicopters  shall  have  braking  devices  and/or  rotor 
mooring  tie-downs  applied  to  the  rotor  blades. 
Helicopters  shall  not  be  taxied,  towed,  or  otherwise 
moved  with  rotors  turning  unless  there  is  a  clear  area  of 
at  least  25  feet  in  all  directions  from  the  outer  tips  of 
the  rotor. 

1.5.21  AIR  TRAFFIC  RULES 

(A)  No  motorless  aircraft  shall  land  or  takeoff  from  the 
Airport. 

(B)  Taxiways  shall  not  be  used  for  takeoffs  and  landings  of 
aircraft  without  the  permission  of  the  Director. 
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1  .5.22 


INTOXICANTS  AND  DRUGS 


As  provided  under  FAR  Part  91.11  and  California  State 
Law,  no  pilot  or  other  member  of  the  flight  crew  of  an 
aircraft  in  operation  on  the  Airport  or  any  person 
attending  or  assisting  in  said  operation  on  the  Airport 
shall  be  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor  or 
drugs,  nor  shall  any  person  under  the  influence  of 
intoxicating  liquor  or  drugs  be  permitted  to  board  any 
aircraft,  except  a  medical  patient  under  care.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  may  be  denied  use  of  the 
Airport  by  the  Director  in  his  sole  discretion. 

1 .5.23  CHARTER  AIRCRAFT 

All  airlines  are  required  to  advise  Airport  Operations  48 
hours  in  advance  of  any  charter  aircraft  other  than  their 
own. 

1.6  FIRE  AND  SAFETY 

All  fire  and  fire  related  safety  provisions  of  these 
Rules  and  Regulations,  including  hazardous  materials, 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  applicable  sections  of  the 
Uniform  Fire  Code,  and/or  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association's  (NFPA)  Codes  and  standards,  and  all 
applicable  laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  enforced  by 
the  Fire  Marshal,  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

1.6.1  FIRE  MARSHAL 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal  to 
enforce  all  applicable  sections  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  pertaining  to  fire  protection,  fire 
prevention  and  fire  spread  control. 

All  buildings,  structures  and  premises  shall  be  inspected 
periodically  by  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal,  or  his  duly 
authorized  representatives,  to  Insure  compliance  with 
these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.6.2  HANDLING  OF  EXPLOSIVES  &  OTHER  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

Explosives  not  acceptable  for  transportation  under 
applicable  federal  regulations  are  not  permitted  on  the 
Airport. 
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No  person  shall  store,  keep,  handle,  use,  dispense,  or 
transport  at,  1n,  or  upon  the  Airport,  any  Explosives  A, 
Explosives  B,  Explosives  C,  Blasting  agents,  Flammable 
liquids,  Combustible  liquids,  Flammable  solids. 
Oxidizers,  Organix  peroxides,  Corrosive  materials, 
Flammable  gases,  Nonflammable  gases,  Poisons  A,  Poisons 
B,  Irritating  materials  (ORM  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E),  Cryogenic 
liquids.    For  purposes  of  this  hazardous  class  scheme, 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  definitions 
of  49  CFR,  Part  173,  as  amended,  shall  be  utilized: 

(a)  ^  Hazardous  materials  regulated  in  this  article  shall 

include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  those  materials 
enumerated  in: 

1)  Regulations  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation  published  in  49  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations  (CFR)  Parts  100  through  200,  as 
amended. 

2)  The  Director's  List,  as  amended,  Issued  by  the 
Director  of  the  California  Department  of 
Industrial  Relations  in  8  California 
Administrative  Code,  Section  339. 

3)  Sections  66680  and  66685  of  Title  22  of  the 
California  Administrative  Code,  as  amended,  as  a 
hazardous  and/or  extremely  hazardous  material  or 
hazardous  and/or  extremely  hazardous  waste, 
whether  such  material  is  stored  or  handled  in 
waste  or  nonwaste  form. 

4)  The  list  of  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
pollutants,  40  CFR,  Section  401.15,  as  amended. 

5)  A  list  of  hazardous  materials  prepared  by  the 
Director  of  Health  pursuant  to  provisions  of  the 
Health  Code. 

(b)  Hazardous  materials  regulated  In  this  article  shall 
also  include  any  material  which  has  been  determined 
to  be  hazardous  based  upon  any  appraisal  or 
assessment  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party  storing  this 
material  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
EPA  or  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services, 
or  which  should  have  been,  but  was  not,  determined 
to  be  hazardous  due  to  the  deliberate  failure  of  the 
party  storing  the  material  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  EPA  and/or  the  Department  of 
Health  Services. 
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(c)  All  applicable  regulations  governing  explosives 
which  are  acceptable  for  transportation  must  be 
strictly  adhered  to.    Any  other  material  subject  to 
federal  or  state  regulations  governing  hazardous 
materials  must  be  handled  in  strict  compliance  with 
those  regulations  and  any  other  more  restrictive 
regulations  that  the  Director  might  deem  necessary 
to  impose.    Any  waiver  of  such  regulations  or  any 
part  thereof  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration 
(FAA)  or  by  any  other  competent  authority  shall  not 
constitute  or  be  construed  to  constitute  a  waiver  of 
this  rule  by  the  Director  or  an  implied  permission 
by  him. 

(d)  Advance  notice  of  at  least  twenty-four  hours  shall 
be  given  the  Director  for  any  operations  requiring 
his  permission  pursuant  to  this  rule. 

(e)  Permission  may  be  given  for  the  movement  of 
radioactive  materials  only  when  such  materials  are 
packaged,  marked,  labeled  and  limited  as  required  by 
regulations  applying  to  transportation  of  explosives 
and  other  dangerous  articles  and  which  do  not  create 
an  undue  hazard  to  life  or  property  at  the  Airport. 
The  Airport  Fire  Department  shall  provide  the 
Director  with  information  relative  to  the  hazards  of 
any  material  subject  to  this  section. 

(f)  All  Airport  tenants  involved  with  the  handling  of 
hazardous  materials  must  provide  the  Airport  with  a 
Hazardous  Materials  Removal  Plan.    The  plan  will 
include  the  name  of  the  company  used  for  removal  of 
hazardous  materials  and  the  names  and  24-hour 
telephone  numbers  of  tenant  staff  authorized  to 
handle  such  removals.    The  plan  will  be  updated 
annual ly . 

1.6.3  FIRE  EXTINGUISHERS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

(A)  Fire  extinguisher  equipment  shall  not  be  tampered  with  at 
any  time,  nor  used  for  any  purpose  other  than 
firefighting  or  fire  prevention. 

(B)  All  extinguishers  and  other  such  equipment  shall  be 
inspected  by  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal,  in  conformity  with 
the  Title  19  CAC,  and  all  applicable  laws,  rules,  and 
regulations . 
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(C)     Airport  fire  protection  systems  and  equipment  shall  not 
be  tampered  with  at  any  time.    No  person  other  than 
authorized  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  turn  heaters  In  public  areas  on  and  off, 
or  operate  any  other  Airport  equipment,  except  tenants  1n 
their  respective  areas. 

1.6.4  OPEN  FLAMES 

(A)  No  person  shall  start  any  open  fire  of  any  type  on  any 
part  of  the  Airport  without  permission  from  the  Director. 

(B)  No  person  shall  operate  an  oxyacetylene  torch,  electric 
arc  or  similar  flame  or  spark  producing  device  on  any 
part  of  the  Airport  except  1n  areas  within  leased 
premises  specifically  designated  for  such  use  by  the 
Director,  unless  a  permit  from  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal 
has  first  been  obtained.    No  permit  shall  be  issued  for 
operations  within  an  aircraft  hangar,  any  fuel  storage 
area,  or  upon  any  components  or  section  of  the  hydrant 
fuel  distribution  systems,  unless  the  work  Is  required 
for  repair  of  such  areas  or  hangars  or  fuel  systems. 
Where  such  operation  Is  required,  permission  shall  first 
be  obtained  from  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  impose. 

1.6.5  REPORTING  FIRE 

Every  person  observing  any  unattended  or  uncontrolled 
fire  on  the  Airport  premises  shall  immediately  report  It 
directly  to  the  Emergency  Operator  (6-2323).    No  person 
shall  make  any  regulation  or  order,  written  or  verbal, 
that  would  require  any  person  to  take  any  unnecessary 
delaying  action  prior  to  reporting  such  fire  to  the  Fire 
Department. 

1.6.6  INSPECTION  &  CLEANING  SCHEDULES 

Commercial  cooking  equipment  shall  be  Installed, 
maintained  and  protected  from  fire  In  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Airport  Tenant  Improvement  Guide. 
National  Fire  Protection  Association  #96,  "Standard  for 
the- Instal latlon  of  Equipment  for  the  Removal  of  Smoke 
and  Grease-Laden  Vapors  from  Commercial  Cooking 
Equipment",  has  been  adopted  by  reference  In  the  Airport 
Tenant  Improvement  Guide  as  the  standard  for  Insuring 
proper  Installation,  inspection,  and  maintenance 
procedures.    The  Airport  Fire  Chief  shall  be  supplied  a 
copy  of  all  Inspection  and  maintenance  contractors  for 
each  commercial  hood  and  dust  system  being  operated  on 
the  Airport. 
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1.6.7  LITTER  &  CLEANING  OF  ALLOTTED  SPACE 

(A)  Each  tenant  at  the  Airport  shall  keep  their  allotted 
space  policed  and  free  from  rubbish  and  debris. 
Flammable  materials  shall  be  stored  only  1n  approved 
containers  in  or  about  tenant  areas  and  all  floors  shall 
be  clean  of  fuel,  oil  and  litter. 

(B)  The  use  of  volatile  or  flammable  solvents  for  cleaning 
floors  is  prohibited.    Approved  metal  receptacles  with 
tight-fitting,  self-closing  covers  shall  be  used  for  the 
storage  of  oily  waste  rags  and  similar  materials.  The 
contents  of  these  receptacles  shall  be  removed  daily. 
Clothes  lockers  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  or 
fire-resistant  material. 

(C)  Plastic  sheeting  used  on  the  airfield  ramp  shall  be 
beneath  webbing  and  tied  securely. 

1.6.8  CONTROL  OF  CONTAMINANTS 

No  fuel,  grease,  oil,  flammable  liquids,  or  contaminants 
of  any  kind,  Including  detergents  used  to  wash  aircraft 
or  other  surfaces,  shall  be  allowed  to  flow  into  or  be 
placed  in  any  sewer  system  or  open  water  areas  without  a 
separator  or  unless  connected  to  an  industrial  waste 
system. 

1.6.9  FUELING  OF  AIRCRAFT 

(A)     During  fueling  and  whenever  there  are  passengers  either 
In  the  aircraft  cabin  or  In  the  process  of  loading  or 
unloading,  a  fire  watch  at  ramp  level  shall  be  maintained 
with  extinguishers  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  NFPA 
or  local  requirements. 

<B)     In  the  event  of  a  fire  or  fuel  spill,  the  airline  will 
summon  the  Fire  Department  by  calling  the  Emergency 
Operator  (6-2323),  and  immediately  insure  that  the 
aircraft  and  loading  bridge  are  vacated.  Should 
passengers  evacuate  because  of  a  fuel  spill,  passengers 
shall  not  be  re-admitted  to  the  jet  bridge  or  the 
aircraft  until  permitted  by  the  Fire  Department. 

(C)     No  aircraft  shall  be  fueled  or  defueled  while  passengers 
are  aboard  unless  a  passenger  boarding  ramp  or  loading 
walkway  is  in  place  at  the  cabin  door  of  the  aircraft  and 
a  cabin  attendant  is  present  at  the  cabin  door. 
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(D)  Only  persons  duly  authorized  In  pursuit  of  official 
duties  shall  be  permitted  In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  an 
aircraft  while  the  aircraft  Is  being  fueled. 

(E)  All  aircraft  shall  be  positively  grounded  to  an  approved 
grounding  source  during  fueling  or  defuellng  operations. 
To  prevent  static  charges  of  electricity  during  fueling 
operations,  all  aircraft  fueling  units  shall  be 
adequately  grounded.    Fueling  operations  shall  be 
discontinued  during  electrical  storms. 

(F)  In  the  event  of  fuel  spillage  and  when  there  Is  no 
apparent  presence  of  fire,  fuel  delivery  units  shall  not 
be  moved  until  the  spillage  Is  dispersed  or  removed. 
Spilled  fuel  must  be  cleaned-up  Immediately  and  the  area 
secured.    No  aircraft  or  vehicular  movement  shall  be 
allowed  In  the  area  until  authorized  by  the  Director. 

(G)  Any  person  causing  or  responsible  for  a  fire  In  the  fuel 
delivery  unit  while  servicing  an  aircraft  shall 
immediately  notify  the  Airport  Fire  Department  through 
the  Emergency  Operator  (6-2323).    In  the  event  of 
spillage,  fueling  shall  be  discontinued  immediately  and 
all  emergency  valves  and  dome  covers  shall  be  shut  down. 

(H)  The  fuel  cargo  of  any  refueling  unit  shall  be  unloaded  by 
approved  transfer  apparatus  only.  Into  the  fueling  tanks 
of  aircraft  or  underground  storage  tanks,  except  that 
when  such  unit  Is  disabled  through  accident  or  mechanical 
failure  and  It  Is  necessary  to  remove  the  fuel,  such  fuel 
may  be  transferred  to  another  refueling  tank  or  unit 
vehicle,  provided  the  necessary  bonding  and  grounding 
connections  have  been  made  prior  to  fuel  transfer. 

(I)  All  airlines  shall  accept  underground  fueling  whenever 
such  facilities  are  available  unless  otherwise  authorized 
by  the  Director. 

1.6.10  AIRCRAFT  PARTS  CLEANING  MATERIALS 

Cleaning  of  aircraft  parts  and  other  equipment  shall  be 
done  preferably  with  nonflammable  cleaning  agents.  When 
flammable  combustibles  must  be  used,  only  liquids  having 
flash  points  In  excess  of  100  degrees  F  shall  be  used  and 
special  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  eliminate  Ignition 
sources  in  compliance  with  good  practice  recommendations 
of  the  Uniform  Fire  Code,  and  the  NFPA. 
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1.6.11 


GASOLINE  STORAGE  FOR  AUTOMOTIVE  VEHICLES 


Except  in  such  instances  where  the  storage  of  fuel  and 
other  flammable  liquids  has  been  specifically  approved  by 
the  Commission  in  writing,  no  more  than  two  (2)  approved 
portable  filling  tanks  containing  not  more  than  fifty 
(50)  gallons  of  gasoline  each,  may  be  stored  or  kept 
above  ground  by  any  person,  firm,  company,  or 
corporation.    Gasoline  may  also  be  stored  or  kept  for 
gasoline  supply  in  approved  underground  tanks.    No  more 
than  30,000  gallons  of  gasoline  in  aggregate  shall  be 
stored  underground,  and  no  tank  shall  have  a  capacity 
greater  than  10,000  gallons;  provided  that  the  Director 
may  grant  permission  to  store  or  keep  gasoline  in  excess 
of  the  above  limitation  in  tanks  having  a  capacity  not 
greater  than  ten  thousand  five  hundred  (10,500)  gallons 
each,  If,  in  his  judgment,  the  additional  gasoline  is 
deemed  necessary,  but  such  gasoline  shall  be  stored  or 
kept  only  upon  conditions  and  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal.  All 
portable  filling  tanks,  underground  storage  tanks, 
installations,  safety  provisions,  pumps,  and  other 
necessary  facilities  shall  be  installed  and  operated  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with  the  Uniform  Fire  Code, 
San  Francisco  Fire  Code,  and  the  NFPA.    Prior  to  the 
installation  of  any  underground  or  above  ground  gasoline 
facilities,  Airport  tenants  shall  be  required  to  acquire 
authorization  by  the  Director  based  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Airport  Fire  Marshal.    In  addition,  an  appropriate 
permit,  if  required,  must  be  obtained  from  any  other 
agency  having  jurisdiction. 

1.6.12  ENGINE  OPERATIONS  WITHIN  HANGARS 

The  starting  or  operating  of  aircraft  engines  inside  any 
hangar  is  prohibited. 

1.6.13  HEATING  AND  LIGHTING  OF  HANGARS 

Lighting  in  hangars  shall  be  restricted  to  electricity. 

Heating  in  any  hangar  shall  be  by  approved  systems  or 

devices  only  as  listed  by  the  Underwriters  Laboratories 
or  other  acceptable  approved  Laboratories. 

1.6.14  PAINT,  VARNISH  AND  LACQUER  USE 

For  paint,  varnish,  or  lacquer  spraying  operations,  the 
arrangement,  construction,  ventilation,  and  protection  of 
spraying  booths  and  the  storing  and  handling  of  materials 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  Uniform 
Fire  Code,  and  the  NFPA. 
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TESTING  OR  OPERATION  OF  RADIO  EQUIPMENT 


Radio  transmitters  and  similar  equipment  installed  in 
aircraft  shall  not  be  tested  or  operated  within  a  hangar 
with  dynamotors  running  unless  all  parts  of  the  antenna 
system  are  at  least  one  foot  removed  from  any  other 
object.    No  aircraft  shall  be  placed  at  any  time  so  that 
any  fabric-covered  surface  is  within  one  foot  of  an 
antenna  system. 

DELIVERY  OF  AVIATION  FUELS 

APPROPRIATE  AVIATION  FUEL  PERMITS 

All  petroleum  companies,  business  and  general  aircraft 
maintenance  and  service  companies  (fixed  base  operators) 
and  bona  fide  single  fleet  operators  of  aircraft  shall  be 
required  to  obtain  an  appropriate  permit  in  order  to 
effect  the  delivery  of  aviation  fuel  on  the  Airport. 

PETROLEUM  COMPANIES 

Petroleum  companies  who  own  equipment  or  facilities 
operated  or  located  on  the  Airport  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  aviation  fuel  shall  possess  a  valid 
petroleum  company  distributor  permit  issued  by  the 
Director. 

BUSINESS  AND  GENERAL  AIRCRAFT  MAINTENANCE  AND  SERVICE 
COMPANIES 

Business  and  General  Aviation  Maintenance  and  Service 
Companies  (fixed  base  operators)  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Director  to  act  as  dealer  or  agent  for  petroleum 
companies  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  delivery  of 
aviation  fuel  into  aircraft  provided  that  the  petroleum 
company  supplying  the  aviation  fuel  possesses  a  valid 
petroleum  company  distributor  permit,  and  that  such 
deliveries  are  confined  to  the  areas  designated  in 
writing  for  said  company  by  the  Director. 

SINGLE  FLEET  OPERATORS 

Single*  fleet  operators  who  maintain  a  base  of  operations 
on  the  Airport  for  the  servicing  and  storage  of  their  own 
aircraft  may  qualify  for  a  permit  to  effect  the  delivery 
of  aviation  fuel  to  their  own  aircraft  provided  their 
fleet  of  planes  based  on  the  Airport  aggregate  at  least 
three  in  number  of  75,000  pounds  in  gross  landing 
weight.    A  bona  fide  Single  Fleet  Operator  Aviation  Fuel 
Permit  may  be  obtained  from  the  Director. 
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vE)      TENANT  FUELING  SERVICES 

Tenants  who  perform  fueling  services  must  have  an 
approved  training  program  for  their  employees  and  be 
licensed  by  the  Permit  Bureau. 

1.7  AIRPORT  SECURITY 

1.7.1  SECURITY  REQUIREMENTS 

(A)  All  persons  using  the  Airport  are  subject  to  the  Security 
Program  pursuant  to  Part  107,  Federal  Aviation 
Regulations. 

(B)  Air  carrier  tenants  must  have  an  approved  security  safety 
and  passenger  handling  program. 

(C)  Only  authorized  and  properly  identified  personnel  and 
vehicles  are  allowed  access  into  the  Air  Operations  Area. 

(0)     All  persons  desiring  to  enter  a  sterile  area  are  subject 
to  security  screening. 

(E)  Unidentified  or  unauthorized  personnel  in  the  Air 
Operations  Area  may  be  detained  and/or  removed. 
Unidentified  or  unauthorized  vehicles  in  the  Air 
Operations  Area  may  be  removed  by  the  Airport  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner. 

(F)  Any  person  who  violates  security  regulations  may  be 
denied  future  entry  into  the  Air  Operations  Area. 

(G)  Security  doors  shall  be  kept  locked  as  required  by  the 
Airport  Security  Program.    Tenants  shall  be  responsible 
for  doors  located  in  their  leased  areas. 

(H)  Tenant  security  doors  leading  to  restricted  areas  shall 
be  keyed  to  the  Airport  Master  keying  system. 

1.8  SEWAGE,  INDUSTRIAL  WASTE,  TOXIC  AND  HAZARDOUS  WASTE 

1.8.1  TENANT  COMPLIANCE 

Tenants  shall  comply  with  the  Tenant  Improvement  Guide 
regarding  the  discharge  of  sewage  and  industrial  waste. 
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1.9  AIRPORT  OPERATING  PERMIT  OR  LANDING  FEE  AGREEMENT  REQUIRED 

1.9.1  AIRPORT  OPERATING  PERMIT  REQUIRED 

No  person  shall  operate  as  a  scheduled  air  carrier  from 
1  e  the  Airport  unless  in  possession  of  a  valid  Airport 

Operating  Permit  or  unless  a  signatory  to  an 
Airport/Airlines  Lease  and  Use  Agreement  or  Airport 
Landing  Fee  Agreement  for  San  Francisco  International 
Ai  rport . 

1.10  PORTER  SERVICE 

1.10.1  TENANT  COMPLIANCE 

Any  regularly  scheduled  passenger  airline  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  shall  provide  porter 
services  for  the  passengers'  convenience.    Such  services 
shall  be  available  not  less  than  one  hour  prior  to 
departure  at  curbside  on  the  departure  (upper)  level  of 
the  Airport  for  all  domestic  flights  and  two  hours  prior 
to  departure  for  all  international  flights. 

Additionally,  airlines  will  insure  that  porters  are 
available  in  the  baggage  claim  areas  at  the  arrival 
(lower)  level  of  the  terminal  facilities  coincident  with 
the  arrival  of  the  aircraft. 
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APPENDIX  A 


1.3.3<K>  RELIGIOUS,  CHARITABLE  ANO  POLITICAL  ACTIVITIES 

No  person  or  group  of  persons  shall  (1)  offer  goods  or 
services  for  sale  or  solicit  alms  or  contributions  of 
money  or  of  other  articles  of  value;  (2)  conduct  or 
participate  In  any  speech  making,  parading,  marching, 
patrolling,  demonstrating,  assembling,  distributing  of 
pamphlets  or  other  materials;  or  (3)  carry,  display, 
or  cause  to  be  displayed  any  signs  or  placards  in  or 
upon  any  Airport  buildings,  or  within  ten  feet  of  the 
entrances  thereof,  in  the  exercise  of  their  First 
Amendment  Constitutional  freedoms,  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Director. 

1.  A  permit  shall  be  Issued  after  a  written 
application  Is  submitted  to  the  Director  setting 
forth  the  fol lowing: 

(a)  The  full  name,  mailing  address  and  telephone 
number  of  the  person  or  organization 
sponsoring,  promoting  or  conducting  the 
proposed  activities; 

(b)  The  full  name,  mailing  address  and  telephone 
number  of  the  individual  person  or  persons 
who  will  have  supervision  of  and 
responsibility  for  the  proposed  activities. 

(c)  The  purpose  of  the  proposed  activities; 

<d)    A  description  of  the  proposed  activities, 
indicating  the  type  of  communication  to  be 
Involved; 

(e)  The  dates  and  hours  on  and  during  which  the 
activities  are  proposed  to  be  carried  out, 
and  the  expected  duration  of  the  proposed 
activities;  and 

(f)  The  number  of  persons  that  propose  to  engage 
in  said  activities  at  the  Airport. 

2.  (a)    If  a  permit  Is  not  issued  within  three  (3) 

days  following  receipt  of  the  application  by 
the  Director,  the  applicant  must,  within 
said  three  (3)  day  period,  be  furnished  a 
written  statement  setting  forth  the  reasons 
why  the  Issuance  of  the  permit  Is  denied  or 
delayed.    In  the  event  that  any  permit 
hereunder  Is  delayed  or  denied,  applicant 
may  request  a  judicial  hearing  of  said 
denial  within  three  days  thereof.    The  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  by  and 
through  Its  City  Attorney  shall  within  five 
(5)  days 
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following  such  request,  apply  to  either  a  state 
or  federal  court  for  a  judicial  determination  as 
to  whether  the  proposed  activities  described  In 
the  application  may  be  prohibited,  naming  the 
applicant  as  a  party  defendant.    The  City  shall 
exert  every  reasonable  effort  to  have  this  issue 
heard  on  a  priority  basis  on  Its  merits  as  soon 
as  legally  possible.    The  burden  of  showing  that 
the  proposed  activities  may  be  prohibited  shall 
rest  on  the  City. 

(b)    If  the  Issue  for  judicial  determination  described 
in  (a)  above  is  not  heard  and  decided  on  the 
merits  by  the  Court  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from 
the  date  the  complaint  Is  filed,  than  an  interim 
permit  shall  be  deemed  issued  under  this 
regulation  to  the  applicant  by  operation  of  law, 
and  all  activities  proposed  to  be  carried  on  In 
the  application  for  the  original  permit  may  be 
carried  on  just  as  though  a  permit  had  been  duly 
issued  by  the  Director,  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  and  obligations  as  all  other 
permitted  activities.    The  Interim  permit  shall 
be  deemed  renewed  each  thirty  (30)  day  period  for 
so  long  as  no  judicial  determination  has  been 
made  and  if  the  Court  so  orders  from  the  time 
such  determination  is  made  until  the  time  for 
appeal  therefrom  has  expired  or  until  a  final  and 
binding  appellate  decision  has  been  reached. 

3.  (a)    Each  permit  for  soliciting  or  proselyting  shall 

be  In  the  form  of  a  2-1/2"  x  3-1/2"  badge 
designating  thereon  the  months  and  year  for  which 
it  is  valid  and  the  name  of  the  organization 
represented,  If  any. 

(b)  Every  person,  while  engaged  In  soliciting  or 
proselyting  activity,  shall  wear  said  badge  on 
the  upper  left  front  portion  of  the  garment  being 
worn,  so  that  said  badge  will  be  fully  and 
clearly  visible. 

(c)  All  permits  shall  be  issued  each  month  on  a  first 
come  first  served  basis.    No  permit  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Director  for  a  period  of  time  In 
excess  of  thirty  (3Q)  days. 

4.  (a)    The  maximum  number  of  persons  permitted  to 

conduct  soliciting  or  proselyting  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  Director  only  according  to  the 
fol lowing  schedule: 
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Groups/Organi  zations 

Not  more  than  two  groups  -  6  persons  each 

Three  groups  -  4  persons  each 

Four  groups  -  3  persons  each 

Five  groups  -  2  persons  each 

Six  groups    -  1  person  each 

Maximum  number  of  individuals  and/or  group 

members  permitted  at  any  one  time  -  12 

However,  regardless  of  the  number  of  groups 
permitted,  not  more  than  one  person  from  each 
group  shall  be  allowed  to  solicit  funds  from 
members  of  the  public  at  the  Airport  at  any  given 
time.    See  subsection  6(a)(1)  and  6(b). 

(b)  In  the  event  that  two  or  more  persons  or 
organizations  seek  to  conduct  the  activities 
described  herein  at  the  same  time,  the  Director 
shall  apportion  the  available  areas  and  times 
between  or  among  them  all  on  as  equitable  a  basis 
as  possible. 

(c)  When  the  Director  receives  more  applications  for 
permits  than  he  is  able  to  grant  In  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  then  he  may  impose  such  other 
reasonable  and  equitable  restrictions  as  to 
allowable  dates  or  hours  or  numbers  of 
participants  as  may  reasonably  be  required  to 
provide  fair  opportunities  as  equal  as  possible 
for  all  applicants,  while  insuring  the  efficient 
and  effective  operation  of  the  Airport. 

5.     Each  permittee  shall  conduct  soliciting  or  proselyting 
activities  only  In  those  areas  of  the  Airport  as  are 
shown  in  the  attached  Airport  diagram,  marked  Exhibit 
"A"  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  and  each 
permittee  shall  be  prohibited  from  conducting  said 
activities  in  any  other  areas  of  the  Airport  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(a)  All  terminal  building  corridors. 

(b)  Within  ten  feet  of  any  stairway,  escalator, 
elevator,  concession  entrance  or  doorway,  ticket 
or  check-In  counter  or  lines  of  persons  leading 
thereto,  information  counter,  terminal  building 
entrance  or  exit  or  any  area  leased  exclusively 
to  a  tenant  of  the  Airport. 
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(c)    AH  Airport  fingers  or  piers  leading  to  or  coming 
from  aircraft  boarding  areas,  including  all 
boarding  areas  and  rotunda  areas  connecting 
thereto. 


(d)    All  baggage  pickup  areas,  restroom  and  tenant 
facilities  at  the  Airport. 

6.      (a)    No  person,  while  engaged  in  any  activity 

permitted  in  this  subsection,  shall  (1)  in  any 
manner  physically  obstruct,  delay  or  interfere 
with  the  free  movement  of  any  member  of  the 
public  at  the  Airport  without  said  member's 
consent;  (2)  grab  at  or  pin  flowers,  candy  or  any 
other  item  on  any  member  of  the  public  at  the 
Airport  without  his  or  her  prior  consent;  (3) 
misrepresent  the  permittee's  true  purpose  for 
proselytizing  or  soliciting  at  the  Airport;  (4) 
leave  unattended  on  the  Airport  premises  or  cause 
to  discard  or  abandon  bags,  boxes  or  other 
containers  of  religious  or  political  literature, 
food  or  other  paraphernalia  (except  in  Airport 
trash  receptacles);  (5)  use  Airport  public  locker 
facilities  without  paying  for  same  or  for  the 
storage  of  foodstuffs;  (6)  erect  or  place  any 
furniture,  especially  within  the  terminal 
buildings,  without  the  express  written  consent  of 
the  Director;  (7)  display,  carry  or  cause  to  be 
displayed  or  carried,  any  sign  or  placard  within 
any  Airport  buildings  which  exceeds  430  square 
inches  in  total  area  or  1/16  of  an  inch  in 
thickness  or  having  a  staff  which  exceeds  three 
feet  in  total  length  or  a  cross-sectional 
dimension  of  1"  x  1/2";  (8)  receive  or  accept 
money  from  any  Airport  sale  or  solicitation 
except  at  the  booth  or  booths  established 
pursuant  to  subsection  7  below. 


(b)    In  connection  with  Section  6(a)  (1)  above,  the 
practice  of  "ganging  up"  or  "double  teaming" 
members  of  the  public  is  specifically 
prohibited.    Proselyti zers  or  solicitors  must 
approach  individual  members  of  the  public 
individually.    Two  or  more  proselyti zers  or 
solicitors  shall  not  confront  a  member  of  the 
publ  1  c  at  the  sarue  time . 


(c)    No  person,  while  engaged  in  any  activity 

permitted  in  this  subsection,  shall  display  or 
distribute  obscene  material. 
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The  receipt  or  acceptance  of  money  by  the  permittee 
shall  take  place  only  at  booths  furnished  by  the 
Director.    These  booths  shall  be  located  1n  each 
terminal  at  such  public  area  points  as  may  be 
designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  Director.    In  the 
event  that  two  (2)  or  more  persons  or  organizations 
seek  the  use  of  booths  for  the  collection  of  money  at 
the  same  time,  the  Director  shall  apportion  the 
available  areas  between  or  among  them  all  on  as 
equitable  a  basis  as  possible. 

(a)  Violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  regulation  by  any  person  shall  result  in 
termination  by  the  Director  of  the  authority  of 
said  person  to  conduct  activities  and 
solicitations  pursuant  to  any  permit  held  by  any 
organization  which  he  represents.    In  the  event 
that  three  (3)  or  more  violations  hereunder  by 
persons  representing  the  same  organization  occur 
within  a  period  of  two  (2)  weeks,  then  the  third 
violation  shall  serve  to  automatically  terminate 
any  permit  which  may  have  been  Issued  to  the 
organization  which  such  person  or  persons 
represent.    Whenever  any  person  or  organization's 
permit  is  terminated,  the  person  or  organization 
which  held  such  permit  shall  thereafter  be 
ineligible  to  receive  any  permit  under  this 
regulation  for  a  period  of  one  year  following  the 
time  when  the  judicial  determination  provided  for 
hereinafter  has  become  final  and  binding.

(c)  If  the  issue  for  judicial  determination  described 
in  (b)  above  is  not  heard  and  decided  on  the 
merits  by  the  court  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from 
the  date  the  complaint  Is  filed,  then  an  interim 
permit  shall  be  deemed  Issued  under  this

1.4.7  GROUND  TRANSPORTATION 

Limousines  or  buses  under  written  contract  with  the 
Airports  Commission  to  provide  ground  transportation 
to,  from  or  on  the  Airport  shall  be  In  possession  of  a 
current  Charter  Party  permit  or  Passenger  Stage  Permit 
(Certificate  of  Public  Convenience)  Issued  by  the 
State  of  California  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
A.      COMMERCIAL  OPERATORS  OF  GROUND  TRANSPORTATION 
SERVICES 

1 .  APPLICABILITY 

This  section  (1.4.7A)  applies  to  every  person, 
corporation,  partnership,  or  association  that  operates 
a  ground  transportation  service  using  the  roadways  of 
the  Airport  as  part  of  a  business  conducted  for 
monetary  consideration.    Those  to  whom  this  section 
applies  are  referred  to  herein  as  "commercial 
operators  of  ground  transportation  services." 

a)"Pre-arranged"  -  means  the  providing 

for  hire  of  commercial 
ground  transportation  on 
or  from  the  Airport  where 
such  transportation  was 
contracted  or  arranged 
for  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  hirer  or  passenger  in 
advance  of  the  hirer's  or 
passenger's  arrival  at 
the  Airport  or  upon  or 
after  his  or  her  arrival 
at  the  Airport  by 
communicating  with  a 
ground  operator  whose 
place  of  business  Is 
situated  outside  the 
Airport. 

For  the  purpose  of  Rules, 
"pre-arranged"  shall  mean 
and  Include  the  "flagging 
down"  by  a  passenger  of  a 
commercial  ground 
transportation  vehicle 
for  the  purpose  of 
securing  transportation 
on  such  vehicle. 
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"Pre-arranged"  ground 
transportation  does  not 
and  shall  not  Include  the 
right  to  engage  in  the 
solicitation  of,  offering 
or  providing  of  ground 
transportation  service 
for  hire  to  any  person 
other  than  to  persons  for 
which  ground 
transportation  services 
had  been  "pre-arranged". 

PERMITS  REQUIRED 

No  commercial  operator  of  ground  transportation 
services  shall  operate  or  cause  to  be  operated 
any  vehicle  to  provide  ground  transportation 
services  using  the  roadways  of  the  Airport  unless 
the  operation  of  such  vehicles  is  currently 
authorized  pursuant  to  (a)  a  valid  certificate  or 
permit  issued  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
of  the  State  of  California  and  (b)  a  COMMERCIAL 
GROUND  TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT  issued  by 
the  Director  of  Airports,  with  the  exception  of 
(1)  public  agencies;  (2)  airline  vendors  in 
providing  ground  transportation  services  under 
contract  to  airlines  for  flight  crews;  (3) 
taxicabs;  and  (4)  the  operators  of  any  commercial 
ground  transportation  service  pursuant  to  a 
contract  with  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.    The  Director  of  Airports  is 
authorized  to  issue  COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMITS  to  all  those 
required  by  this  section  to  obtain  such  permits. 
Among  those  required  to  obtain  such  permits,  the 
Director  of  Airports  is  authorized  to  define 
categories  of  operators  not  allowed  to  use  the 
lower  level  roadways  on  the  Airport  and  to  issue 
to  such  operators  a  "COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT:    UPPER  LEVEL 
ONLY."    The  Director  of  Airports  is  also 
authorized  to  define  categories  of  carriers  who 
are  allowed  to  use  the  lower  level  roadways  as 
well  as  the  upper  level  roadways.    The  Director 
of  Airports  will  determine  which  type  of  permit 
will  be  issued  to  each  operator,  depending  upon 
the  permittee's  operations. 
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Revocation  of  the  COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT  of  any  individual 
ground  transportation  operator  may  be  appealed  to 
the  Airports  Commission.    Such  appeal  may  be 
initiated  by  filing  a  written  request  for  appeal 
with  the  Airports  Commission  Secretary  within  ten 
(10)  days  of  permittee's  receipt  of  notice  of 
revocation.    Permittee's  request  shall 
specifically  state  the  grounds  upon  which  the 
appeal  is  based. 

3.  REGISTRATION  OF  VEHICLES 

Each  holder  of  a  COMMERCIAL  GROUND  TRANSPORTATION 
OPERATING  PERMIT:    (a)  shall  register  with  the 
Director  of  Airports  each  vehicle  to  be  used 
pursuant  to  the  permit,  (b)  shall  cause  all  such 
vehicles  to  possess  a  common  color  scheme  and 
markings  so  as  to  be  readily  identifiable  as 
belonging  to  the  permittee,  (c)  shall  cause  each 
such  vehicle  to  bear  a  valid  Identification 
emblem  issued  by  the  Director  of  Airports,  and 
(d)  shall  register  with  the  Director  of  Airports 
a  registration  number  of  each  vehicle,  and  shall 
display  the  vehicle  registration  number  of  a 
minimum  size  as  required  by  the  Director  of 
Ai  rports . 

4.  VEHICLE  DESCRIPTIONS 

Each  Commercial  Operator  of  Ground  Transportation 
Services,  whether  or  not  required  to  obtain  a 
COMMERCIAL  GROUND  TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING 
PERMIT,  shall  file  with  the  Director  of  Airports 
a  description  (either  photographic  or  otherwise) 
adequate  to  Identify  the  color  scheme  and 
markings  common  to  operator's  vehicles  and 
distinguish  them  visually  from  vehicles  used  by 
another  operator. 

If  permittee  currently  operates  a  fleet 
possessing  more  than  one  color  scheme  or  set  of 
markings,  then  permittee  may  request  In  writing 
an  exception  to  the  common  color  rule  from 
Director.    Permittee  shall  file  with  its 
exception  request  a  description  of  the  schemes 
and  markings  for  which  exception  Is  requested. 
Director  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  approve 
or  reject  any  exception  requests  at  his  sole 
di  scretion. 
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In  no  event,  shall  any  vehicle  be  operated  unless 
its  color  scheme  and  marking  have  been  submitted 
to  Director  and  approved  or  an  exception 
granted.    Further,  in  no  event  shall  exceptions 
exceed  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  and,  upon  the 
expiration  of  such  exception,  permittee's  fleet 
must  comply  with  the  common  color  rule  herein. 

MONTHLY  FEE  AMOUNTS 

The  monthly  fee  for  each  holder  of  a  COMMERCIAL 
GROUND  TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT  shall  be 
determined  by  the  number  of  vehicle  trips,  as 
defined  in  Appendix  D  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

PAYMENT  OF  MONTHLY  FEES 

(a)  The  Director  is  authorized  to  require  each 
applicant  for,  or  holder  of,  a  COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT  to  submit  in 
advance  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  its  monthly 
vehicle  trips,  which  estimate  must  be  revised 
upward  at  any  time  that  it  is  lower  than  the 
permittee's  average  number  of  vehicle  trips  in 
the  preceding  six  months.    The  monthly  estimate 
may  be  revised  by  the  permittee  for  any  month, 
but  such  revision  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Director  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  applicable 
month . 

(b)  The  holder  of  a  COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT  shall  pay,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  each  month,  a  minimum  fee 
based  on  the  permittee's  estimated  monthly 
vehicle  trips,  calculated  according  to  the 
schedule  in  Appendi  x  D. 

(c)  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  immediately 
succeeding  the  last  calendar  day  of  the  month, 
the  permittee  shall  file  with  the  Director  of 
Airports  a  Monthly  Activity  Report,  on  a  form 
provided  by  the  Director,  listing  the  number  of 
vehicle  trips  by  the  permittee's  vehicles  during 
the  last  preceding  calendar  month,  and  providing 
such  other  supporting  information  as  the  Director 
of  Airports  may  require. 
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(d)  The  permittee  shall  submit  with  its  Monthly 
Activity  Report  the  amount,  if  any,  by  which  the 
fee  applicable  to  its  actual  number  of  vehicle 
trips  for  the  last  preceding  calendar  month 
exceeds  the  monthly  minimum  fee  paid  for  the  same 
month. 

(e)  The  Director  1s  authorized  to  charge  and 
collect  interest  on  unpaid  fees  at  the  rate  of 
one  and  one-half  percent  (1-1/21)  per  month. 

(f)  The  Director  1s  authorized  to  Implement  the 
following  procedure  if,  1n  Director's  sole 
discretion,  such  is  determined  reasonably 
necessary: 

(i)  In  consideration  for  the  fee  paid  by 
the  permittee,  the  Director  would  Issue 
to  the  permittee  a  number  of  tickets 
equal  to  the  permittee's  estimated 
monthly  vehicle  trips,  said  tickets  to 
be  distributed  at  a  location  designated 
by  the  Director. 

(ii)  The  permittee  would  be  required  to 
proceed  through  a  ticket  collection 
area,  designated  by  the  Olrector,  each 
time  the  permittee's  vehicle  passed  In 
front  of  the  International  Terminal 
Building.    The  permittee  would  be 
required  to  present  a  ticket  each  time 
he  or  she  passed  through  the  ticket 
collection  area  during  its  posted  hours 
of  operation. 

MAINTENANCE  AND  INSPECTION  OF  PERMITTEE'S 
RECORDS;  SAMPLE  VEHICLE  TRIP  COUNTS 

(a)  The  Director  of  Airports  Is  authorized  to 
examine,  and  each  permittee  shall  make  available 
to  the  Director  of  Airports,  Its  books  and 
records,  including,  without  limitation,  such 
reports,  records,  and  compilations  as  may  be 
identified  in  the  COMMERCIAL  GROUND 
TRANSPORTATION  OPERATING  PERMIT. 

(b)  The  Director  of  Airports  Is  also  authorized 
to  conduct  vehicle  trip  counts,  and  to  rely  on 
such  counts  as  an  audit  measure  for  testing  the 
accuracy  of  any  permittee's  report  of  vehicle 
trips. 
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To  assist  in  the  auditing  of  permittee's  trip 
counts,  permittee  shall  affix  or  install  any 
decal ,  sticker  or  device  in  such  a  manner  as 
Director  may  determine. 

(c)    Should  any  examination  of  records  or  vehicle 
trip  count  disclose  an  underpayment  by  permittee 
in  excess  of  five  percent  (5X)  of  the  fees  due, 
the  permittee  shall  promptly  pay  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  the  amount  of  the 
underpayment  plus  all  costs  incurred  in 
conducting  the  examination  or  vehicle  trip 
count.    The  permittee  shall  also  be  liable  for 
expenses  incurred  in  assessing  or  collecting  any 
money  owed  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

WAYBILLS 

Every  charter  passenger  pickup  shall  be 
documented  by  a  waybill  prepared  in  advance  of 
the  pickup.    Waybills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
permittee  or  the  driver  of  permittee's  vehicle 
prior  to  the  vehicle's  arrival  at  the  Airport's 
passenger  pickup  zone.    The  waybill  shall  state 
the  passenger's  name(s),  the  number  of  persons  in 
the  party,  the  location  of  the  pick  up,  the  time 
of  the  scheduled  pickup,  and  the  airline  and 
flight  number  on  which  the  passenger  has  arrived. 
The  driver  of  the  permittee's  vehicle  is  required 
to  present  the  waybill  to  any  Airport  official 
who  requests  to  inspect  it.    The  driver  of  the 
permittee's  vehicle  may  prepare  the  waybill  based 
on  radio  or  telephone  communications  to  the 
dri  ver . 

CURB  LOCATIONS 

Permittees  are  required  to  pick  up  and  discharge 
passengers  only  at  the  curb  locations  designated 
as  fol lows : 
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(a)  Courtesy  Vehicles.    Drivers  of  courtesy 
vehicles  shall  load  and  unload  passengers  only  1n 
loading  zones  designated  for  such  purposes  by 
appropriate  signs  and  markings.    All  on-Alrport 
and  off -Airport  auto  rental  and  off -Airport 
parking  lot  courtesy  vehicles  shall  load  and 
unload  1n  designated  zones  on  the  upper  level 
terminal  roadway  only.    Off -Airport  hotel /motel 
courtesy  vehicles  may  drop  their  customers  off  at 
the  white  zones  on  the  upper  level  terminal 
roadway  1n  front  of  the  terminals  and  pick-up  at 
the  lower  level  green  and  white  zones  or  may 
pick-up  and  drop-off  at  the  lower  level  green  and 
white  zones. 

(b)  Charter  Vehicles  H1th  Lower  Level  Permit. 
Permittees  with  lower  level  charter  permits  may 
load  and  unload  passengers  and  their  baggage  1n 
the  terminal  courtyards.    No  charter  buses  or 
charter  van  shall  be  parked  in  the  terminal 
courtyards  for  a  period  in  excess  of  two  (2) 
hours  or  posted  time  limits,  whichever  period  is 
shorter.    Charter  buses  and  charter  vans  may 
discharge  passengers  on  the  upper  level  terminal 
roadway  at  the  white  curbs  or  in  the  terminal 
courtyards. 

(c)  Scheduled  Transit  Vehicles.  Scheduled 
transit  operators  with  lower  level  permits  shall 
drop  off  in  the  white  zones  on  the  upper  level 
terminal  curb  or  In  the  lower  level  green  and 
white  zones  and  pick  up  at  the  green  and  white 
zones  on  the  lower  level  center  island.  While 
waiting  between  scheduled  arrivals  and 
departures,  vehicles  must  be  parked  In  the 
terminal  area  courtyards.    Operators  must  be  In 
the  loading  zones  only  at  their  scheduled 
departure  time,  as  approved  by  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

(d)  Operators  With  Upper  Level-Only  Permits. 
Operators  with  upper  level-only  permits  shall 
load  and  unload  passengers  at  the  red  and  white 
curb  zones  located  on  the  Airport  upper  level 
center  island  area.    All  operations,  including 
on-demand  service,  charters,  and  scheduled 
service,  must  be  conducted  from  the  so-designated 
zones. 
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Specific  exceptions  may  be  granted  on  a 
case-by-case  basis  allowing  such  operators  to 
conduct  charter  pick  up  of  large  groups  in  the 
lower  level  courtyards.    The  procedure  for  such 
lower  level  operations  is  as  follows: 

(i)  Operator  to  contact  the  Airport  Police 
Department  not  later  than  2200  hours  the  day 
before  the  charter  operation; 

(ii)  Upon  tendering  the  information  requested, 
the  Airport  Police  shall  issue  permittee  a 
lower  level  authorization  number; 

(iii)  Permittee  shall  arrive  at  the  designated 

lower  level  pick  up  spot  no  sooner  than  15 
minutes  before  the  time  of  Its  pick  up,  and 
permittee's  driver  must  possess  a  waybill 
containing  the  information  required  In 
Section  1,  4,  7(A)(8)  herein  and  their 
authorization  number. 

HEADWAYS 

In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
1.4.7(C)(1)  herein,  Director  shall  have  the 
authority  to  establish  minimum  times  allowed 
between  vehicle  trips  ("headways")  for  each 
category  of  commercial  ground  transportation 
carrier.    The  minimum  headways  shall  be  based  on 
the  Director's  assessment  of  the  capacity  and 
usage  of  the  Airport's  roadways,  as  well  as  the 
quality  of  transportation  service  provided  to 
passengers.    The  failure  of  any  permittee  to 
operate  consistently  with  the  headways 
established  by  the  Director  shall  subject  the 
permittee  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $250.00  for  each 
violation. 

STAGING  AREA 

The  Director  Is  authorized  to  establish  and 
construct  a  staging  area  for  commercial  vehicles 
providing  ground  transportation  services.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  require  that  all 
unattended  vehicles  be  parked  in  the  staging 
area,  and  to  charge  a  fee  of  $0.00  per  vehicle 
per  month  to  each  permittee  for  use  of  the 
staging  area. 
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B.  LIMOUSINES 


1 .  OPERATIONS 

(a)  No  limousine  shall  be  operated  on  the 
Airport  unless  the  operation  of  such  limousine 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  the  State  of  California  by  issuance 
of  the  applicable  certificate  or  permit. 

(b)  Drivers  of  limousines  entering  the  Airport 
with  passengers  shall  unload  the  passengers  only 
at  such  locations  as  are  designated  as  passenger 
loading  zones  by  white  paint  upon  the  curbx. 
After  unloading  of  passengers,  limousines  shall 
immediately  leave  the  Airport;  provided,  however, 
that  limousines  under  written  contract  or  permit 
from  the  Airports  Commission  to  have  counters  on 
the  Airport  may  proceed  to  any  location 
designated  by  the  Director  for  use  by  limousines 
as  a  staging  area. 

(c)  All  limousines  picking  up  passengers  for 
hire  at  the  Airport  by  prior  appointment  or 
pre-arrangement  with  the  passenger  and  which  are 
not  under  written  contract  or  permit  from  the 
Airports  Commission  to  solicit  passengers  on  the 
Airport  shall  pick  up  such  passengers  only  in  the 
fol lowing  manner: 

2.  LIMOUSINE  CHARTER  PARTY  OPERATION 

(a)  Off-Airport  limousine  companies  with 
pre-arranged  customers  are  allowed  to  pick  up  at 
the  Airport.    The  off-Airport  limousine  drivers 
and  any  company  representative  are  required  to 
have  a  legible  waybill  with  them  at  all  times 
indicating  his/her  name,  the  name  and  phone 
number  of  the  limousine  company  including 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission  PSC  or  TCP 
certificate  numbers,  the  name  and  the  number  of 
passenger(s)  to  be  met,  the  airline  name,  the 
flight  number,  and  scheduled  flight  arrival  time 
of  the  passenger(s)  to  be  picked  up.  Upon 
arrival  at  the  airport,  the  off-Airport  limousine 
driver  or  company  representative  shall  proceed  to 
the  Garage  and  park  the  limousine  In  any 
unrestricted  area.    During  the  hours  that  the 
on-A1rport  limousine  booths  are  manned  for  each 
respective  terminal  building,  the  off-Airport 
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limousine  driver  and  any  company  representative 
shall  proceed  to  a  terminal  building  to  the 
counter  of  the  on-Airport  limousine  operator. 
The  off-Airport  limousine  driver  and  any  company 
representative  must  time  stamp  the  waybill  at  the 
desk  of  the  on-Airport  limousine  operator  prior 
to  picking  up  its  passenger(s) .    Way-bills  should 
not  be  time  stamped  more  than  one  hour  before  the 
scheduled  flight  arrival  time  noted  on  the 
waybi 1 1 . 

(b)  If  the  off-A1rport  driver  and  any  Company 
Representative  does  not  have  a  waybill,  he  or  she 
must  fill  out  a  gate-meet  pass  provided  at  the 
on-Airport  limousine  counter.    The  gate-meet  pass 
will  include  the  name  of  the  driver  or  company 
representative,  the  name  and  phone  number  of  the 
limousine  company  including  CPUC  PSC  or  TCP 
certificate  numbers,  the  name  and  number  of 
passengers  to  be  picked  up,  the  airline  name  and 
flight  number  and  the  scheduled  flight  arrival 
time,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  determined  by 
the  Director  of  Airports.    The  driver  and  any 
company  representative  shall  then  time  stamp  the 
gate-meet  pass  and  each  shall  carry  the  pass  with 
him  or  her  and  proceed  to  contact  the 
passenger(s) .    Gate-meet  passes  shall  not  be  time 
stamped  more  than  one  hour  before  the  scheduled 
flight  arrival  time  noted  on  the  gate-meet  pass. 
If  the  limousine  counter  In  respective  terminal 
is  closed,  these  procedures  do  not  apply.  (The 
counter  will  be  staffed  a  minimum  of  sixteen 
hours  a  day  in  North  and  South  Terminals;  and 
International  Terminal  as  condition  warrants). 

(c)  Any  off-Airport  driver  and  any  company 
representative  at  the  Airport  to  pick  up 
passengers  shall  present  the  waybill  or  gate-meet 
pass  to  any  police  officer  or  representative  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  upon 
request.    All  drivers  and  any  company 
representatives  in  the  terminal  buildings  must 
have  an  identification  tag  issued  by  the  company 
that  includes  the  company  name,  the  company  PSC 
and  TCP  certificate  numbers,  and  the  employee 
name.    After  making  contact,  the  driver  may  load 
the  passenger(s)  either  in  the  garage  or  at  a 
designated  passenger  loading  zone. 
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3.      LIMOUSINE  SHARE-A-RIDE  OPERATION 


(a)    Upon  arrival  at  the  Airport,  the  off -Airport 

limousine  driver  or  company  representative  shall 
proceed  to  the  Garage  and  park  the  limousine  1n 
any  unrestricted  area.    Off -Airport  limousine 
drivers  and  any  company  representatives  are 
allowed  In  the  terminal  buildings  to  meet 
pre-arranged  share-a-rlde  customers,  form  them 
Into  groups  and  escort  them  to  the  curbs.  The 
driver  may  pull  Into  and  load  passengers  In  a 
designated  passenger  loading  zone  only  after  the 
entire  group  1s  formed  and  has  claimed  their 
baggage.    All  share-a-r1de  pick  ups  must  be 
pre-reglstered. 

D      During  the  hours  that  the  on-Alrport  limousine 
booths  are  manned  for  each  respective  terminal 
building,  the  off-Airport  limousine  driver  and 
any  company  representative  shall  proceed  to  a 
terminal  building  to  time  stamp  the  appropriate 
waybills,  lists  or  gate-meet  passes.    The  driver 
and  any  company  representative  must  have  a 
complete  list,  waybill  or  gate-meet  pass  listing 
all  pre-arranged  customers  being  picked  up.  The 
complete  list,  gate-meet  pass  list  or  waybill 
will  Include  his/her  name  and  phone  number,  the 
name  of  the  limousine  company  Including 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission  PSC  or  TCP 
certificate  numbers,  the  name  and  the  number  of 
passenger(s)  to  be  met,  the  airline  name,  the 
flight  number,  and  scheduled  flight  arrival  time 
of  the  passenger(s)  to  be  picked  up,  1n  such 
manner  as  prescribed  by  the  01  rector  of 
Airports.    The  driver  and  any  company 
representative  shall  then  time  stamp  the 
gate-meet  pass,  complete  list  or  waybill,  no  more 
than  one  hour  before  the  scheduled  arrival  of 
their  passengers,  and  each  shall  carry  a  copy 
with  him  or  her  and  proceed  to  contact  the 
passengers.    If  the  limousine  counter  In  that 
terminal  Is  closed,  these  procedures  are  not  In 
effect.    (The  counter  will  be  staffed  a  minimum 
of  sixteen  hours  a  day  In  the  North  and  South 
Terminals  and  International  Terminal  as 
conditions  warrant.)    The  complete  list,  waybill 
or  gate  meet-pass  must  be  with  the  driver  and  any 
company  representative  at  all  times  they  are 
picking  up  customers,  and  shall  be  presented  to 
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any  police  officer  or  representative  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  upon  request.  All 
drivers  and  any  company  representatives  in  the 
terminal  buildings  must  have  an  Identification 
tag  issued  by  the  company  that  includes  the 
company  name  including  PSC  and  TCP  certificate 
numbers  and  the  employee  name. 

COURTESY  VEHICLES 

1 .  HEADWAYS 

(a)  Between  the  hours  of  6:00  a.m.  and  10:00 
p.m.,  every  operator  of  a  courtesy  vehicle  shall 
maintain  average  headways  between  Its  courtesy 
vehicles  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  minutes. 
However,  In  no  event  shall  a  ground 
transportation  operator  run  more  than  twenty  (20) 
courtesy  vehicle  trips  during  any  sixty  (60) 
minute  period. 

(b)  Any  planned  decrease  1n  headway  times  from 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  must  first  receive 
Director's  prior  written  approval  not  less  than 
seventy-two  (72)  hours  before  such  change. 

(c)  "Violation"  Is  operation  of  vehicles  on 
City's  roadways  leading  to  and  from  the  Terminal 
Building  Complex  at  a  frequency  greater  than 
prescribed  herein.    Frequency  shall  be  determined 
by  City  by  surveying  the  arrival  time(s)  of  each 
individual  operator's  vehlcle(s)  at  the  first 
permitted  outside  stop  at  the  South  Terminal 
("looping"  vehicles  shall  be  counted). 

(d)  Director  may  Impose  reasonable  methods  of 
enforcement  against  any  operator  for  violation  of 
that  operator's  headways,  which  may  Include  the 
fol lowing: 

(1)    A  fine  of  $250.00  per  violation  or  an  amount 
as  otherwise  determined  by  Director,  for 
each  ascertained  company  violation. 

(1i)  Institution  pf  headway  penalties,  which  may 
include  a  temporary  or  permanent  Increase  In 
the  headway  times  between  operator's 
courtesy  vehicles. 
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(111)  Such  other  penalties  as  Director  may 
reasonably  determine  as  necessary  to  ensure 
future  compliance  with  this  section. 

(e)    Director  will  devise  a  reasonable,  objective 
method  of  review  to  ascertain  any  such  ground 
transportation  operator's  headways  from  time  to 
time.    Such  method  of  review  will  reasonably  take 
Into  account  peak  traffic  times,  holiday  periods 
and  the  like. 

D.  TAXICABS 

1.  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  "Taxlcab"  shall  mean  a  motor-propelled 
passenger-carrying  vehicle  of  a  distinctive  color 
or  colors  of  an  appearance  customary  for  taxlcabs 
In  the  United  States  operated  at  rates  per  mile 
or  upon  a  waiting  time  basis  or  both,  equipped 
with  a  taxi  meter,  and  used  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  over  and 
upon  the  public  streets  and  highways,  not  over  a 
defined  route  but  in  accordance  with  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  person  hiring  such  vehicle 
as  to  the  route  and  destination. 

(b)  "Taxi  Meter"  shall  mean  an  Instrument  or 
device  in  working  order  attached  to  a  taxicab  by 
means  of  which  the  charge  authorized  for  the  hire 
of  such  taxlcab  is  mechanically  calculated  either 
on  a  basis  of  distance  travelled  or  for  waiting 
time  or  a  combination  thereof,  which  charges  are 
indicated  upon  such  instrument  or  device  by  means 
of  figures  1n  dollars  and  cents. 

(c)  "Taxi  Stand"  shall  mean  a  location  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  designated  by  the 
Director  for  the  use  of  taxlcabs  while  waiting  to 
be  hired. 

(d)  "Taxicab  Lot"  shall  mean  an  area  designated 
by  the  Director  where  taxlcabs  stage  prior  to 
moving  to  taxi  stand  in  the  terminal  areas. 

(e)  "Taxlcab  Line"  shall  mean  the  line  of 
taxlcabs  which  exits  the  taxlcab  lot  and  proceeds 
along  the  lower  level  roadway  to  the  taxlcab 
stand  areas  for  the  purpose  of  being  hired. 
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(f)  "Taxicab  Receipt"  shall  mean  a  card  in  the 
form  specified  by  the  Director  issued  to  the 
driver  of  a  taxicab  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee. 

(g)  "Certified  for  Airport  Service"  shall  mean 
that  a  taxicab  as  defined  herein  has  met  the 
requirements  as  contained  herein.  Including  but 
not  limited  to  an  annual  inspection,  and  Is 
certified  to  operate  as  a  taxicab  along  and  upon 
the  roadways  at  San  Francisco  International 

A1 rport . 

(h)  "Certification  Decal"  shall  mean  the  sticker 
issued  by  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to 
a  taxicab  which  is  certified  for  Airport  service. 

(1)    "Inspection"  shall  mean  a  visual  Inspection 
of  a  taxicab  and  verification  that  1t  has  a 
properly  functioning  emission  control  device. 
The  visual  inspection,  conducted  by  Airport 
Police,  shall  include  tires,  headlights, 
taillights,  glass,  windshield  wipers,  interior 
conditions,  exterior  conditions,  and  other  such 
items  as  determined  by  the  Director.  The 
emission  control  device  shall  be  certified  as 
working  properly  by  a  station  approved  by  the 
State  of  California. 

(j)    "Jumping  of  Taxicab  Lot"  shall  mean  the 
driving  of  a  taxicab  along  and  upon  Airport 
roadways  for  the  purpose  of  being  hired  without 
first  having  entered  the  taxicab  lot  and 
obtaining  a  taxicab  pass. 

(k)  "Taxicab  Pass"  shall  mean  a  card  in  the  form 
specified  by  the  Director  issued  to  the  driver  of 
a  taxicab  upon  leaving  the  taxicab  lot. 

(1)    "Taxi  Checkout  Booth"  shall  mean  a  location 
designated  by  the  Director  to  collect  and  verify 
all  taxicab  passes  prior  to  leaving  Airport 
property. 

(m)    "Chief's  Hearing"  shall  mean  a  proceeding 
before  a  Hearing  Board  designated  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  S.F.I .A. P.O. ,  initiated  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  whether  the  certification  issued 
by  the  Airports  Commission  to  operate  a  public 
vehicle  for  hire  at  the  Airport  should  be  revoked 
or  suspended.

1.     Violation  of  any  provisions  of  this  Rule 

1.4.7(D)  may  result  in  a  Chief's  Hearing  and 
the  imposition  of  penalties  as  follows: 


a.  First  Violation:    Suspension  of 
certification  permit  for  a  period  of 
seven  (7)  days. 

b.  Second  Violation:    Suspension  of 
certification  permit  for  a  period  of 
fourteen  (14)  days. 

c.  Third  Violation:    Revocation  of 
certification  permit. 

2.     a.     A  taxi  driver  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  any  suspension  or  revocation  of 
his  or  her  certification  permit. 

b.  All  such  appeals  shall  be  heard  by  a 
Chief's  Hearing  Board  consisting  of 
three  (3)  members  of  the  Police 
Department  designated  by  the  Chief. 
Hearings  shall  be  held  at  a  convenient 
place  as  designated  by  the  Hearing 
Board.    The  taxi  driver  involved  shall 
be  given  three  (3)  days  prior  written 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing. 

c.  At  the  hearing,  relevant  and  material 
testimony  and  evidence  shall  be 
received  and  considered  by  the  Hearing 
Board.    All  witnesses  shall  be  subject 
to  cross-examination. 


d.     At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation 
of  testimony  and  evidence,  the  Hearing 
Board  may  affirm,  modify  or  set  aside 
the  suspension  or  revocation.  The 
decision  of  the  Hearing  Board  shall  be 
final . 


Each  driver  of  a  taxlcab  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Rule  1.4.7(D)  at  all  times 
when  operating  on  or  at  the  Airport. 
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While  operating  on  or  at  the  Airport,  each 
taxi  cab  shall  have  affixed  to  the  right  and  left 
rear  rooftop  quartersection  a  certification 
decal .    Said  decal  shall  be  the  property  of  the 
Airport  and  upon  suspension  or  revocation  of 
certification  shall  be  immediately  surrendered  to 
the  Director. 

(a)  The  License  and  Permit  Bureau  of  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  is 
authorized  to  Issue  certification  decals  to 
taxicabs  which: 

(1)  Meet  the  inspection  requirements  set 
for  in  Section  1 .4.7(0X1  )(i ) . 

(2)  Have  a  State  of  California  Department 
of  Transportation  Weights  and  Measures 
seal  affixed  to  the  taxi  meter. 

(3)  Have  automobile  liability  insurance 
coverage  in  the  limits  required  for 
taxicabs  by  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

If  at  any  time  a  taxicab  fails  to  satisfy 
any  of  the  requirements  set  forth  in  this 
subparagraph  (a)  its  certification  shall  be 
suspended  until  such  time  as  it  satisfies 
such  requirements. 

(b)  Taxicabs  so  certified  by  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  shall  be  subject  to 
routine  visual  inspection  by  Airport  Police 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  headlights, 
taillights,  tires,  glass,  windshield  wipers 
and  other  items  as  posted  in  the  taxicab  lot. 

While  operating  on  or  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  each  driver  of  a  taxicab 
shall  have  in  his  possession  the  following: 

(a)  A  valid  A-card  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector's 
Office  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Franci  sco; 

(b)  A  valid,  effective  taxicab  badge  issued  by 
the  Tax  Collector's  Office  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco; 
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(c)  A  valid  driver's  license  issued  by  the  State 
of  Cal ifornia; 

(d)  A  valid  and  accurate  waybill  for  the  taxi  cab 
which  he  or  she  Is  operating; 

(e)  A  valid,  current  taxicab  pass; 

(f)  A  valid  certification  decal  issued  by  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  affixed  to 
the  taxicab  right  and  left  rear  foot 
quartersection. 

In  addition,  a  valid  taxicab  medallion  issued  by 
the  Permit  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  shall  be  displayed  in  the  taxicab  as 
required  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

5.  Each  driver  of  a  taxicab,  upon  demand  by  an 
officer  of  the  Airport  Police  Department,  shall 
present  for  inspection  each  of  the  items 
specified  in  paragraph  (4),  supra. 

Each  driver  of  a  taxicab,  upon  demand  by  any 
Airport  taxicab  dispatcher  or  starter,  shall 
present  for  inspection  items  (e)  and  (f) 
specified  in  paragraph  (4)  supra. 

6.  The  following  conduct  by  taxicab  drivers  is 
prohibi  ted: 

(a)  Refusing  to  convey  a  passenger  to  the 
destination  he  or  she  requests; 

(b)  Possession  of  any  of  the  items  specified  in 
paragraphs  (a)  through  (f)  of  Section 
1.4.7(D)(4)  in  an  altered  or  fictitious  form; 

(c)  Leaving  a  taxicab  unattended  while  it  is  one 
of  the  first  ten  (10)  taxicabs  In  the 
taxicab  line; 

(d)  Failing  to  reset  the  taxi  meter  upon 
completion  of  each  separate  fare; 

(e)  Failing  to  use  the  most  direct  route  on  any 
trip,  unless  otherwise  specifically 
requested  by  the  passenger; 
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(f)  Refusing  to  transport  any  passenger's 
luggage,  possessions,  or  wheelchair  which 
can  be  accommodated  in  the  passenger,  driver 
or  trunk  compartments  of  the  taxi  cab; 

(g)  Failing  to  have  a  taxi  meter  in  working 
order. 

All  taxicabs  operating  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  shall  have  automobile 
liability  insurance  coverage  in  the  limits 
required  for  taxicabs  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.    Proof  of  such  coverage  must  be 
submitted  to  the  San  Francisco  Airports 
Commission  and/or  its  agents.    The  Airports 
Commission  shall  be  notified  immediately  of  any 
change,  cancellation  or  modification  of  such 
coverage. 

(a)  Every  taxicab  driver  shall  make  a  visible 
check  of  the  interior  and  trunk  of  the 
taxicab  at  the  conclusion  of  each  trip  to 
determine  if  any  property  has  been  left 
behind  by  the  previous  passenger. 

(b)  Drivers  of  public  passenger  vehicles  for 
hire  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Airport 
Police  Department  within  24  hours  all 
property  found  in  their  vehicles. 

(c)  Each  driver  of  a  taxicab  containing 
passengers  shall  stop  and  turn  in  a  valid 
taxicab  pass  to  the  taxi  checkout  booth 
before  leaving  the  Airport. 

CONDUCT  ON  AIRPORT  ROADWAYS 

The  provisions  of  Section  1.4.8  of  these  Rules 
and  Regulations  shall  apply  and  in  addition,  the 
following  activities  by  Commercial  Operators  of 
Ground  Transportation  services  are  prohibited, 
and  shall  subject  the  permittee  to  penalties  as 
specified  in  Appendix  C  of  these  Rules  and 
Regulations : 

(1)  Jumping  a  taxicab  lot  or  bypassing  a  holding 
lot  or  ticket  collection  area; 

(2)  Picking  up  or  discharging  passengers  or 
their  baggage  at  any  terminal  level  other 
than  those  designated  for  such  purpose; 
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(3)  Leaving  the  vehicle  unattended,  except  in 
designated  staging  areas; 

(4)  Failing  to  give,  upon  a  passenger's  request, 
a  receipt  showing  the  amount  of  fare  paid, 
the  driver's  correct  name,  the  name  of  the 
permittee  or  taxi  cab  company,  and  the 
vehicle  number,  if  any; 

(5)  Failing  to  maintain  the  Interior  and 
exterior  of  the  vehicle  in  a  clean  condition 

(6)  Littering  of  the  staging  area; 

(7)  Providing  false  information  to  authorized 
Airport  personnel ; 

(8)  The  switching  or  altering  of  garage  taxi 
spitter  tickets  or  any  tickets  Issued  by  the 
Airport; 

(9)  Displaying  to  an  Airport  official  a  waybill 
in  an  altered  or  fictitious  form; 

(10)  Driving  in  a  vehicle  that  does  not  bear  a 
valid  identification  sticker  Issued  by  the 
Airport; 

(11)  Solicitation  of  passengers  on  Airport 
property;  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
contract  or  permit  with  the  Airport; 

(12)  Recirculating  on  the  upper  level  roadway; 

(13)  The  use  or  possession  of  any  alcoholic 
beverage  while  operating  a  vehicle  on  the 
A1 rport; 

(14)  Failing  to  operate  a  vehicle  In  a  safe 
manner  as  required  by  the  California  Vehicle 
Code; 

(15)  Failing  to  comply  with  posted  speed  limits 
and  traffic  control  signs; 

(16)  Use  of  profane  or  vulgar  language  directed 
to  or  at  the  public; 

(17)  Any  attempt  to  solicit  payment  in  excess  of 
that  authorized  by  law; 
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(18)  Any  solicitation  for  or  on  behalf  of  any 
hotel,  motel,  club  or  nightclub; 

(19)  Any  solicitation  of  any  activity  prohibited 
by  the  Penal  Code  of  the  State  of  California; 

(20)  Failing  to  maintain  a  neat  personal 
appearance  as  determined  by  the  dress  code 
set  forth  In  Regulations  governing  taxlcabs 
by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department; 

(21)  Operating  a  vehicle  which  is  not  In  a  safe 
mechanical  condition  or  which  lacks 
mandatory  safety  equipment  as  defined  in  the 
California  Vehicle  Code; 

(22)  Disconnecting  any  pollution  control 
equipment; 

(23)  Use  or  possession  of  any  dangerous  drug  or 
narcotic  while  operating  a  vehicle  on 
Airport  property; 

(24)  Double  parking; 

(25)  Collecting  fares  in  a  loading  or  unloading 
zone ; 

(26)  Engaging  in  any  conduct  or  activity  Intended 
to  or  apparently  intended  to  ask,  implore  or 
persuade  a  passenger  to  alter  his  or  her 
previously  chosen  mode  of  ground 
transportation  or  specific  ground 
transportation  operator,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  contract  or  permit  with  the 
Airport.
